FOR  PATRONS  TO  SHOP  WITH  COTTON. 


Evidence  that  present  low  prices  of  farm  commodities  are  conducive 
to  an  increase  in  the  practice  of  bartering  seems  to  be  appearing  here  and 
there.  George  A.  Dunagin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing 
office  at  Atlanta,  Ga,,  advises  that  Rich's  Department  Store  of  that  city, 
one  of  if  not  the  leading  establishment  of  its  kind  in  the  South,  announced 
last  week  through  an  advertisement  that  effective  September  26  they  would 
buy  cotton  at  $5  above  the  market  price,  the  date  of  sale  basis  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  staple  premiums  report  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing, 
and  the  grade  and  staple  to  be  determined  by  cotton  classifiers  licensed  by 
the  division.  Rich's  make  the  condition  that  the  amount  which  the  bale  of 
cotton  brings  is  to  be  traded  out  or  placed  to  the  credit  of  an  individual 
or  a  group  of  individuals  ¥/ho  will  later  trade  out  that  sum. 

Mr.  Dunagin  writes  that  some  schools  in  that  section  are  offering  to 
take  cotton  for  tuition  and  expenses,  and  that  dentists  and  autcmobile 
dealers  are  making  similar  offers.  He  hasn't  the  details  of  these  offers. 
In  the  case  of  Rich's,  however,  he  does  know  that  a  mill  has  agreed  to  buy 
the  first  5,000  bales  of  their  cotton,  and  while  he  hasn't  learned  the 
condition  of  the  resale,  he  believes  it  would  be  on  a  competitive  basis  with 
spot  cotton. 

STATES  TOBACCO  PRICE  BROADCASTS 

STIMULA'TE  INTEREST  IN  GRADING  SERVICE. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  reports  very  en- 
couraging progress  of  the  market  news  and  tobacco  grading  services.  He 
returned  to  Washington  Saturday  from  an  inspection  trip  in  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  The  trip  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
market  news  offices  now  in  operation  in  North  and  South  Carolina,  and  ar- 
ranging quarters  for  an  office  opened  September  28  in  South  Boston,  Va. 
Several  candidates  for  appointment  as  junior  marketing  specialist  were 
interviewed. 

The  daily  price  reports  now  published,  Mr.  Gage  says,  are  being 
supplemented  by  daily  broadcasts  of  prices  from  Richmond  and  Raleigh,  by 
J.  H.  Meek  and  R.  B.  Etheridge,  marketing  chiefs  of  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  respectively,  and  the  effect  is  a  decided  stimulation  of  interest 
in  the  tobacco  grading  work.  Tobacco  is  being  hauled  long  distances  by 
growers  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  new  and  modern  adjuncts  to  auc- 
tion marketing.  An  increasingly  favorable  attitude  toward  the  service  is 
being  manifested  by  the  tobacco  trade.    ,  . 

At  South  Boston,  Va.  ,  Mr.  Gage  attended  a  joint  meeting  and  dinner 
held  by  the  Lions  Club,  Kiwanis  Club,  and  a  number  of  rural  social  service 
clubs,   where  opportunity  was  afforded  for  a  brief  discussion  of  the  ef-

RICE  SALES.  ON  BASIS  OF 

FEDERAL  GRADES.  INCREASE. 

Federal-State  rice  grading  has  recently  been  established  at  two  addi- 
tional points.  At  one  of  these.  Eagle  Lake,  Tex.,  the  service  is  primarily 
for  the  purpose  of  grading  the  rough  rice  which  farmers  sell  to  rice  millers. 
At  the  other  new  point,  New  Orleans,  the  service  is  primarily  to  grade  milled 
and  brown  rice  for  domestic  and  export  purposes. 

With  the  addition  of  Eagle  Point  and  New  Orleans.  Federal-State  rice 
grading  is  now  being  carried  on  at  seven  points,  the  others  being  Houston  and 
Beaumont,  Tex..  Lake  Charles,  La.,  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  Calif.  The 
volume  of  grading  work  at  these  inspection  points  is  steadily  increasing  and 
indicates  that  rice  is  being  sold  more  and  more  on  the  basis  of  Federal 
grades. 

SECRETARY  DISMISSES  TWO  COMPLAINTS 
UNDER  THE  P.  A.  C.  ACT. 

The  Secretary  has  issued  an  order  dismissing  the  complaint  brought 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  by  Elmer  G.  Porter  of 
Caj^wood,  New  York,  against  Hashinsky.  Breslow.  Richer  &  Company  of  Brookljm, 
N.  Y.  The  counter  complaint  brought  by  the  respondent  against  the  complain- 
ant was  also  dismissed.  The  Secretary  based  this  action  on  his  decision 
that  the  seller's  cashing  of  a  check  knov/n  to  have  been  accepted  by  his 
agent  in  full  payment  for  a  car  constituted  ratification  of  the  agent's  act. 

The  complaint  of  R.  W.  Burch,  Inc..  of  Plant  City,  Fla. .  against 
the  Union  Grocery  Company.  Scranton.  Pa.,  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act,  has  also  been  dismissed  by  the  Secretary.  He  based  this 
action  on  his  decision  that  a  broker's  memorandum  of  sale  which  did  not 
conform  to  oral  instructions  given  by  the  buyer  could  not  be  considered 
as  the  act  of  the  buyer  and  hence  was  not  binding  on  him. 

HOG  MODEL  EXHIBIT  A  HIGH 

LIGHT  AT  TWO  STATE  FAIRS. 

Effective  display  of  the  Bureau's  hog  models  has  been  made  recently 
at  the  Missouri  and  Iowa  State  Fairs.  Reporting  on  the  exhibit  at  the  former 
fair,  Ernest  A.  Orr,  in  charge  of  the  St.  Joseph  office,  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool,  writes: 

"Our  hcg  models  were  returned  today  from  Sedalia,  Missouri,  where 
they  were  exhibited  at  the  State  Fair  and  I  believe  you  will  be  interested 
in  the  comment  of  Dr.  H.  B.  Russell,  local  veterinarian,  who  described  the 
exhibit  to  me.  He  states  it  was  one  of  the  real  high  lights  in  point  of 
interest,  effectiveness,  and  quaint  originality. 

"Dr.  H.  A.  Wilson,  State  veterinarian,  who  seems  to  be  quite  original 
and  inventive,  had  an  idea  of  his  own  for  displaying  the  models.  The  idea 
was  to  show  how  living  conditions  affected  the  development  of  hogs,  with  the 
cull  and  common  models  selected  as  samples  of  retarded  development  due  to 
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poor  conditions  and  set  off  in  one  pen,  while  the  medium,  good,  and  choice 
were  represented  in  another  where  conditions  were  improved,  and  lastly  the 
three  prime  models  in  a  pen  where  the  conditions  were  ideal.  It  also  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  the  best  hogs,  raised  under  sanitary  conditions,  make 
the  biggest  profit.     *  *  * 

"The  first  pen  showed  a  dilapidated  shed  covered  with  straw,  a  filthy 
hog  wallow  and  old  corn  cobs  scattered  about.  From  Mr.  Russell's  account  it 
corresponded  pretty  well  with  the  two  models  therein  displayed.  The  second 
pen  with  the  medium,  good  and  choice  models,  shov/ed  a  fairly  clean  shed  and 
lot  with  some  grass.  The  third  suggested  ideal  quarters  with  running  water, 
everything  sanitary,  and  fresh  white  painted  buildings  and  fence.  Each  pen 
had  a  miniature  fence,  the  first  having  a  tumble-dovm  appearance,  the  second 
in  better  condition  but  needing  some  attention,  and  the  third  in  first  class 
shape,  and  so  on.  The  representative  at  the  booth  explained  everything  in- 
cluding the  source  of  the  models.  A  display  sign  also  indicated  that  the 
models  were  furnished  by  the  Bureau.     *  *  *" 

W.  0.  Fraser,  in  charge  of  the  Des  Moines  office  of  the  Division  of 
Livestock,  Meats,  and  V/ool,  reports  on  the  hog  model  exhibit  at  the  Iowa 
State  Fair  as  follows: 

"Three  hogs  that  were  representative  of  each  of  the  grades,  fifteen 
hogs  in  all,  were  selected  and  displayed  in  consecutive  pens  running  from 
choice  fat  type  to  cull.  Then  at  the  end  of  the  exhibit  we  had  the  hog 
models  mounted  on  a  moving  belt  that  rotated  around  the  top  of  a  table.  We 
had  the  models  labeled  in  acgordance  with  the  new  tentative  standards  for 
market  grades.  Then  at  the  other  end  of  the  exhibit  the  Iowa  Livestock  Mar- 
keting Corporation  had  the  grand  champion  pen  of  barrows  at  the  National 
Swine  Show  as  well  as  the  individual  grand  champion  barrow  and  the  first 
prize  pen  of  Poland  Chinas  and  Chester  Whites.  Incidentally,  the  grand 
champion  pen  barrows  were  of  the  Hampshire  breed.  Each  pen  was  properly 
labeled  and  there  v/ere  three  large  signs  together  as  a  unit  and  indicating 
what  the  exhibit  was,  as  well  as  by  whom  it  was  presented. 

"Any  number  of  farmers  and  hog  men  expressed  interest  in  the  grades 
and  Mr.  R.  C.  Pollock  (Manager  of  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board) 
advised  that  he  considered  it  the  best  exhibit  at  the  fair  and  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  well  worth  v/hiie  for  the  interested  agencies  to  present 
a  comparable  exhibit  at  the  different  county  fairs,  as  ¥/ell  as  at  the  State 
fair  another  year.  Hog  buyers  from  the  Hormel  and  Morrell  packing  plants, 
as  Y/ell  as  the  local  plants,  went  over  the  exhibit  carefully  and  expressed 
their  approval  of  the  grades. 

"In  connection  with  the  exhibit  the  director  of  radio  station  WOI  at 
Ames  arranged  for  Mr.  Arthur,  an  extension  specialist,  and  myself  to  present 
a  fifteen  minute  discussion  of  the  grades  at  the  noon  day  broadcast  program 
at  12:45,  Monday  and  Tuesday.  We  found  that  of  value  particularly  in  advis- 
ing people  where  the  exhibition  was  to  be  found  on  the  fair  grounds."

C.  L.  Finch,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  returned  to  Washington 
last  week  from  a  trip  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  Dallas  and  Houston,  Tex.,  in 
connection  with  the  new  work  which  has  been  undertaken  this  season  in 
supervising  classification  by  holders  of  licenses  under  the  U.  S.  Cotton 
Standards  Act.  He  found  that  in  those  districts  where  the  cooperative 
associations  had  so  far  received  considerable  volumes  of  cotton,  the  super- 
visory work  was  well  under  v/ay,  and  while  some  inaccuracies  have  been  noted, 
there  is  every  indication  that  supervision  is  having  a  wholesome  effect  and 
that  much  will  be  accomplished  this  year  in  the  interest  of  uniformity  and 
accuracy  of  classification  by  licensed  cotton  classers. 

M.  M.  Darling  of  Enid,  Oklahoma,  who  has  been  appointed  as  assistant 
warehouse  examiner  in  grain  warehousing,  reported  for  duty  at  the  Indian- 
apolis office  of  the  Warehouse  Division  on  September  17.  Mr.  Darling  has  had 
extended  experience  in  grain  elevator  operation  and  warehouse  m.anagement  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States.  For  the  last  two  years  he  has  been  registrar 
of  all  grain  stored  in  Federally  licensed  warehouses  at  Enid,  Okla.,  working 
under  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  Enid  Board  of  Trade  and  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture. 

Rob  R.  Slocum,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  reports  that 
a  small  group  of  interested  persons  gathered  at  the  Intermountain  Poultry 
Congress  and  Exposition  at  Pueblo,  Colo.,  September  14-17.  to  hear  about  the 
Bureau's  turkey  grades  to  be  used  this  year.  Mr.  Slocum  explained  wherein 
these  grades  differ  from  those  of  last  year,  and  he  says  that  on  the  ?/hole 
there  seemed  to  be  the  feeling  that  the  new  grades  are  more  satisfactory 
than  those  of  last  year. 
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Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Dunlap  has  donated  a  handsome 
loving  cup  to  the  Department  Golf  Association,  emblematic  of  the  low  net 
championship.  This  trophy  is  to  be  known  as  the  Renick  W.  Dunlap  trophy 
and  will  be  up  for  competition  at  the  annual  fall  championship  tournament 
which  will  be  held  at  Beaver  Dam  Country  Club,  Monday,  October  5.  L.  A. 
Reyncldson,  chairman  of  the  Association,  hopes  for  a  large  turnout. 

Dr.  M.  C.  Bond,  senior  extension  economist,  who  has  been  working  with 
the  Agricultural  Economic  Extension  Unit  since  last  April,  under  a  coopera- 
tive arrangement  with  Cornell  University,  will  return  to  the  University  on 
October  1  to  resume  his  duties  there.  Dr.  Bond  has  been  engaged  in  farm 
management  and  marketing  extension  work  in  the  Bureau  and  the  Extension 
Servi ce  .

111.,  September  16-18,  G.  A.  Collier  was  present 
and  participated. 

Miss  Jennie  B.  Reed,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  is  reported 
to  be  making  satisfactory  recovery  from  an  operation  last  week  at  Provi- 
dence Hospital,  we  are  happy  to  report.

About  400  persons  have  assisted  in  the 
preparatory  work  and  1000  representative  citizens  from  the  48  States,  as- 
sociated with  building  and  housing  activities,  are  expected  to  participate 
in  the  conference." 

BUREAU  STARTS  TURKEY  GRADING 

SCHOOLS  IN  NORTHWEST  NEXT  WEEK. 


00 
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A  number  of  the  Pacific  Northwestern  States  v/ill  cooperate  with  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  in  turkey  grading  schools  this  fall. 
Colorado,  Wyoming,  Montana,  Idaho,  Oregon,  Nevada,  and  Utah  have  already 
arranged  for  these  schools,  and  it  is  expected  that  Washington  and  Califor- 
nia will  enter  into  similar  arrangements.  In  some  of  these  States  only 
one  school  will  be  held,  in  some  two  schools,  while  in  others  there  will  be 
three  or  four.  Rob  R.  Slocum  and  T.  W.  Heitz  of  this  Bureau  and  H.  L. 
Shrader  of  the  Extension  Service  together  will  conduct  four  schools  in  Colo- 
rado next  week,  at  the  completion  of  which  they  will  separate,  in  order  indi- 
vidually to  conduct  schools  in  other  States.  Messrs.  Slocum  and  Heitz  will 
leave  Washington  Thursday,  October  8,  to  be  on  hand  next  Monday  for  the  open- 
ing work  in  Delta,  Colo.    Mr.  Shrader  will  join  them  there. 

The  purpose  of  the  turkey  grading  schools  is  not  only  to  acquaint  in- 
terested growers  and  others  with  the  U.  S.  standards  and  grades  for  turkeys, 
but  to  train  graders  who  may  be  licensed  for  the  grading  work  in  the  States 
this  season.  Turkey  grading  will  begin  immediately  after  the  schools  as 
turkeys  are  killed  and  marketed  for  Thanksgiving;  the  work  will  be  continued 
through  the  Christmas  and  January  turkey  market  seasons.  The  Department 
representatives  will  designate  certain  of  the  licensed  graders  to  act  as 
Federal-State  supervisors,  under  whom  the  season's  turkey  grading  will  be 
done.    Messrs.  Slocum  and  Heitz  will  remain  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  in  a 
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general  supervisory  capacity  during  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  grad- 
ing, while  Mr.  Shrader  will  give  assistance  to  the  Agricultural  Extension 
Departments  in  Oklahoma  and  Texas  in  the  conduct  of  live  turkey  grading 
schools. 

Turkeys  will  be  graded  this  year  under  the  names  "U.  S.  Special," 
"U.  S.  Prime,"  "U.  S.  Choice,"  and  "U.  S.  Commercial,"  instead  of  "U.  S. 
Prime,"  "U.  S.  Choice,"  "U.  S.  Medium,"  and  "U.  S.  Common,"  the  terms  used 
last  year. 

STATE  AND  CITY  AGENCIES  ADOPT 

U.  S.  STANDARDS  FOR  SOYBEANS. 

The  U.  S.  standards  for  soybeans  have  been  adopted  as  the  official 
standards  of  the  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Trade  and  Commerce.  Under  the  terms  of  a  cooperative  agreement  recently 
consummated  between  this  Bureau  and  the  Illinois  State  Department  the  State 
inspectors  at  Chicago  and  East  St.  Louis  have  been  trained  and  licensed  as 
Federal  soybean  inspectors.  Formerly  this  service  was  conducted  at  Chicago 
"in  cooperation  with  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Louisville  (Kentucky)  Board  of  Trade  also  has  adopted  the  U.  S. 
standards  and  its  inspectors  are  being  trained  and  licensed  to  issue  Federal 
certificates  of  grade  on  all  soybeans  inspected  by  them. 

INCREASED  DEMAND  FOR  MEAT 

AND  BEEF  GRADING  AT  ST.  LOUIS. 

Reassignments  in  the  meat  grading  staff  of  the  Division  of  Livestock, 
Meats,  and  Wool  have  been  made  necessary  because  of  increased  work  at  St. 
Louis  in  meat  and  beef  grading  and  stamping.  Two  packing  plants  in  St. 
Louis  have  requested  inspection,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  beef 
grading  and  stamping  service,  and  the  U.  S.  Army  Engineers  have  requested 
the  meat  grading  service  on  all  meats  and  meat  food  products  purchased  for 
use  of  the  engineer  corps  engaged  on  the  Mississippi  River  project.  The 
latter  request  has  been  met,  the  work  having  been  started  October  5. 

L.  P.  Stream,  meat  grader,  was  transferred  from  Wichita  to  Kansas  City 
on  October  1;  A.  L.  Naegele,   from  Kansas  City  to  St.  Louis  cn  October  5. 

REDUCE  COSTS.     SHIP  BY 

FREIGHT  INSTEAD  OF  EXPRESS. 

The  cooperation  of  every  administrative  officer  in  reducing  to  a 
minimum  transportation  costs,  is  urged  in  P.  B.  A.  Circular  No.  1S5,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"The  attention  of  Bureau  officers  is  again  called  to  the  economy 
effected  in  shipping  by  freight  instead  of  express. 

"The  use  of  express  for  large  shipments  of  stationery  and  other 
office  supplies  should  be  avoided  and  where  an  emergency  exists  only  such 
amounts  as  are  necessary  for  temporary  relief  should  be  forwarded  pending 
the  receipt  of  a  larger  supply  by  freight. 

"Care  exercised  in  anticipating  field  station  requirements  of  this 
cnaracter  would  save  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  course  of  a  year."

P^A^_C.  ACT  COMPLAINTS 
BROUGHT  TO  A  CLOSE. 

The  following  cases  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act  have  recently  been  closed. 

Harvey  Wynocker,  who  formerly  operated  in  Philadelphia  as  Wynocker 
&  Co.,  pleaded  guilty  on  September  29  to  a  violation  of  the  Produce  Agency 
Act.  The  case  involved  failure  to  account  for  a  truck  shipment  of  apples 
and  peaches  made  on  July  16,  1929,  by  A,  B.  Davis  of  Morristown,  N.  J.  The 
complaint  was  investigated  by  W.  L.  Evans,  who  was  the  only  witness  examined 
at  the  trial.    The  court  imposed  the  minimum  fine  of  $100. 

Ben  Balish,  who  was  operating  under  the  name  and  with  the  consent  and 
knowledge  of  Wm.  Clark,  Jr.,  reconsigned  three  carloads  of  lettuce  and  one 
of  string  beans,  released  to  Clark  by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Produce  Co.,  Denver, 
Colo.,  to  another  dealer  in  New  York  City.  It  was  shown  in  the  United  States 
District  Court,  New  York  City,  where  the  case  was  tried,  that  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Produce  Co.  should  have  received  net  proceeds  of  $943.92,  whereas 
they  received  only  $149.04.  Ben  Balish  was  fined  $150  on  each  of  three 
counts  and  given  nine  months  in  jail,  the  jail  sentence  to  be  suspended  pro- 
vided he  pays  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  Produce  Co,  within  two  weeks  two-thirds 
of  th©  net  amount  of  which  the  shipper  was  defrauded.  He  will  be  on  proba- 
tion for  nine  months.  Wm,  Clark.  Jr.,  was  fined  $50  on  each  of  three  counts 
and  given  30  days  in  the  house  of  detention,  his  sentence  to  be  suspended 
provided  he  pays  to  the  shipper  within  two  weeks  one-third  of  the  amount 
involved.    Evidence  in  this  case  was  developed  by  0.  N.  Harsha.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

GEORGE  WASHINGTON  AND  AGRICULTURE  (Bibliographical  Contributions  No. 
22),  a  classified  list  of  annotated  references  with  an  introductory  note, 
by  Everett  E.  Edwards,  just  released,  is  particularly  timely  in  view  of  the 
approaching  George  Washington  Bicentennial.  But  as  Mr.  Edwards  says  in  his 
foreword,  "Not  even  the  occasion  of  the  bicentenary  of  George  Washington's 
birth  is  necessary  as  a  justification  for  a  list  of  the  printed  materials 
on  Washington  as  a  farmer.  The  interest  in  the  subject  is  continuous." 
The  references  on  George  Washington  and  Agriculture  which  are  presented 
are  brought  up  to  July  1,  1931.  They  are  grouped  under  the  following 
headings;  Washington's  Agricultural  Writings;  Washington's  Farming  Activi- 
ties; Mount  Vernon  -  Washington's  Home;  Washington  and  Western  Land;  and 
Washington's  Interest  in  Internal  Improvements. 

THE  VERMONT  COMMISSION  ON  COUNTRY  LIFE  has  completed  its  work  and 
reported  its  findings  in  a  volume  entitled  "Rural  Vermont,  A  Program  for 
the  Future."  Copies  of  the  book  have  been  received  by  members  of  the  Bureau 
and  a  copy  is  available  for  general  reference  in  the  B.  A.  E.  Library.  There 
are  tv/elve  chapters,  dealing  with  such  subjects  as  the  people,  the  topog- 
raphy and  climate,  the  soils,  the  agriculture,  the  forestry  and  the  wood- 
v/orking  industries,  and  the  land  utilization  of  the  State. 

The  Vermont  Commission  on  Country  Life  was  organized  in  April,  1928, 
with  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor,  former  chief  of  this  Bureau,  as  director.  Coinci- 
dent with  the  completion  of  the  Commission's  study,  it  is  reported  that  Dr. 
Taylor  is  about  to  undertake  a  study  of  rural  life  in  India,  Burma,  China, 
and  Japan. 

WEEKLY  COLD  STORAGE  REPORTS,  to  include  more  cities,  part  of  the 
work  which  the  Bureau  was  requested  to  undertake  by  the  Committee  on  Dairy 
Statistics  of  the  dairy  industry,  is  progressing  in  the  Division  of  Dairy 
and  Poultry  Products. 

TENTATIVE  U.  S.  STANDARDS  AND  GRADES  FOR  DRESSED  TURKEYS  are  de- 
scribed in  a  recent  mimeographed  release  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and 
Poultry  Products.  These  standards  and  grades  will  be  used  by  Federal  and 
Federal-State  turkey  graders  during  the  turkey  marketing  season  of  1931- 
1932. 

UNITED  STATES  STANDARDS  FOR  GRADES  have  been  released  by  the  Division 
of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  for  Canned  Peas  and  Canned  Tomatoes.  These  stand- 
ards became  effective  August  21,  1931. 

THIRTY-FIVE  YEARS  OF  FAITHFUL  SERVICE  as  a  voluntary  crop  reporter 
have  just  been  completed  by  George  C.  Leonard  of  Little  Cypress,  Ky.,  who 
has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  these  duties  because  he  has  reached  the  age 
of  80  and  has  retired  from  farming.

HAY,  FEED,  &  SEED  DIVISION  CONSIDERS 
PROMULGATION  OF  STRAW  STANDARDS. 

The  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Division  has  concluded  a  program  of  inves- 
tigational work  pertaining  to  the  formulation  of  standards  for  wheat,  oat, 
rye,  barley,  and  rice  straw.  Studies  were  made  of  the  color,  character  of 
damage,  and  percentage  of  chaff  in  many  bales  of  straw  assembled  from  all 
the  important  grain  producing  areas  and  straw  markets  of  the  United  States. 
From  these  studies  tentative  standards  have  been  prepared  which  are  nov/ 
being  subjected  to  final  consideration  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  offi- 
cial standards. 

A  demonstration  of  the  proposed  strav;  standards  was  made  by  the  Hay, 
Feed,  and  Seed  Division  October  6,  before  a  group  of  about  15  officers  of 
the  U.  S,  Army's  Veterinary  Corp,  in  order  to  obtain  the  suggestions  and 
criticisms  of  an  organization  v/hich  is  an  important  factor  in  the  market- 
ing of  this  product  and  which  specifies  U.  S.  standards  in  its  purchase 
of  all  kinds  of  forage. 

BUREAU  TO  ASSIST  IN 

"NATIONAL  WOOL  WEEK." 

Wool  standardization  and  marketing  material  will  be  loaned  for  an 
exhibit  at  Woodward  and  Lothrop's  Department  Store  of  xhiis  city  as  the 
Bureau's  cooperation  in  "National  Wool  ','Veek,"  beginning  November  9.  The 
exhibit  will  cover  wool  in  the  grease,  wool  scoured,  arded,  and  combed, 
samples  from  the  various  growing  operations  and  of  the  different  kinds 
of  wastes,  and  fabrics.    There  will   also  be  bromide   enlargements   of  the 
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machines  used  in  the  manu-  facture  of  wool. 

"Wool  Week"  is  a  national  movement,  in  which  every  branch  of  the  wool 
industry  v;ill  participate,  including  wool  growers,  dealers,  manufacturers, 
tailors,  and  members  of  textile  institutions.  Colleges,  branches  of  the 
Government,  and  such  large  stores  as  Sears  Roebuck  and  Co.,  Montgomery  Ward, 
and  J.  C.  Penny  will  also  take  an  active  part. 

Warner  M.  Buck  of  the  Wool  Section,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool,  attended  a  preliminary  meeting  of  the  National  Wool  Committee  in  New 
York  City,  September  29,  as  a  member  of  that  Committee,  at  which  time  plans 
for  "Wool  Week"  were  discussed. 

BUREAU'S  DAIRY  AND  POULTRY 

GRADING  WORK  IS  EXTENDED. 

One  of  the  leading  Seattle  dairy  produce  dealers  have  recently  adopted 
the  use  cf  the  Bureau's  Certificates  of  Quality  on  their  fanciest  eggs, 
according  to  E.  R,  Johnson,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
office  at  that  point.  The  venture,  he  says,  is  being  closely  watched  by 
other  dealers  who  have  been  experiencing  difficulty  in  moving  fancy  eggs 
at  a  profit.  There  is  a  v/ide  difference  in  the  quality  and  price  of  "best" 
eggs  handled  by  the  various  local  dealers,  which  has  made  it  difficult  for 
the  dealer  with  a  really  fancy  grade  to  compete  in  price  with  the  best 
quality  eggs  of  other  firms,   whose  top  grade  is  of  an  inferior  quality. 

Another  dairy  dealer,  Mr.  Johnson  reports,  is  about  to  use  the  Bu- 
reau's Certificates  of  Quality  on  their  best  butter,  which  is  to  be  93 
score.  Since  this  firm  does  a  large  butter  business  with  some  of  the  lead- 
ing chain  stores,  Mr.  Johnson  anticipates  that  the  butter  grading  work  of 
his  office  will  be  materially  increased. 

CHANGED  PAYROLL  PROCEDURE  WILL  DELAY 

TRANSMISSION  OF  CHECKS  TO  THE  FIELD. 

The  Business  Manager  calls  attention  to  a  change  in  payroll  proce- 
dure, necessitated  by  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller,  which  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  Bureau  officials  in  Washington  to  withhold  certification  of 
payrolls  until  the  last  of  the  month,  necessitating  in  turn  a  delay  in  the 
preparation  and  transmission  of  checks  to  field  employees  by  the  Department 
Disbursing  Office.  This  will  mean  that  instead  of  field  employees'  receiv- 
ing their  pay  checks  on  the  first  of  the  month,  the  checks  will  arrive  sever- 
al days  later,  in  the  case  of  those  offices  farthest  removed  from  Washington, 
nut  until  approximately  the  fifth  or  sixth  of  the  month.  This  delay  cannot 
avoided  in  payroll  routine ,  as  11  not  a  matter  of  choice  on  the  part 
of  the  Bureau  or  Departtrent .  but  has  been  made  necessary  to  ceet  the  require- 
ments  set  down  by  the  Comptroller  General . 

The  Bureau  regrets  very  much  any  annoyance  which  may  be  caused  its 
employees  by  this  change  in  procedure.  Telegraphic  requests  ror  inioritaticn 
M  12  VM.  checks  will  not  expedite  the  handling  of  these  checks  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  40  of  the  Department  Fiscal  Re gu- 
lations  would  have   to  be  sent  at   the  personal   expense   of   the  en-ployee .

MR.  FOLEY  COMMENTS  ON  BRITISH 
FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

In  a  letter  dated  September  25,  commenting  on  the  British  financial 
situation.

"The  fall  of  the  dollar  value  of  the  pound  continues,  and  the  ex- 
change market  is  a  veritable  bedlam,  as  the  values  of  all  exchanges  are 
changing  almost  every  minute.  Business  conditions  are  chaotic.  The  banks 
will  only  allow  dollars  to  be  withdrawn  on  the  presentation  of  documentary 
evidence  that  they  are  to  be  used  in  a  commercial  transaction,  and  if  there 
is  the  least  doubt  of  their  use  the  banks  will  refuse  to  handle  the  transac- 
tion."

test,  and  the  intervening  steps  from  misgiving  to  shattered  nerves,  gloom 
and  dispair,  in  which  latter  condition  he  found  himself  a.t  the  completion 
of  the  test .

STONEVILLE  COTTON  GIN  OPERATES 
TWENTY-FOUR  HOURS  A  DAY. 

Because  of  the  enormous  quantity  of  samples  on  hand  at  the  Experimen- 
tal Cotton  Gin  at  Stoneville,  Miss.,  the  Bureau's  employees  are  working 
night  and  day.  The  staff  has  been  divided  into  three  shifts.  Two  men  work 
from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.;  one  man,  from  5:00  p.m.  to  12:00  midnight,  and 
the  fourth  man  from  12:00  midnight  to  7:00  a.m.  In  this  way  the  moisture 
ovens  are  kept  running  continuously  throughout  the  day. 

Since  August,  when  this  season's  work  was  started,  more  than  1800 
ginning  tests  have  been  performed.  Recently,  in  a  two-week  period,  more 
than  800  tests  have  been  performed  and  moisture  determinations  have  been 
made  on  1800  lint  samples  and  450  seed  cotton  samples. 

The  Experimental  Cotton  Ginning  Laboratory  is  operated  cooperatively 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  and  this  Bureau.  The  major 
responsibilities  of  the  engineering  phases  are  being  handled  by  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Engineering;  tho  fiber  analyses  are  handled  by  the -Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing  of  this  Bureau. 

The  regular  staff  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  who  are  as- 
signed to  this  work  are  F,  L.  Gerdes,  in  charge,  G.  W.  Pfeif fenberger,  C.  F. 
Shaw,  and  T.  A.  Craig,  assisted  by  several  temporary  appointees. 
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PRISONERS  EAT  VEGETABLES 

OF  THEIR  OWN  PLANTING. 

Camp  Eustice,  a  7000-acre  Army  Camp  near  Williamsburg,  Va..  will  be 
transferred  November  1  from  the  War  Department  to  the  Department  of  Justice 
to  be  used  by  the  Bureau  of  Prisons  as  a  camp  for  about  600  prisoners.  C.  L. 
Goodrich,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  to  the  camp  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  selection  of  several 
hundred  acres  of  land  for  development  as  a  camp  farm  to  be  worked  by  the 
prisoners . 

On  the  way  to  Camp  Eustice  Mr.  Goodrich  spent  a  few  hours  at  Camp 
Lee  near  Petersburg.  Va. .  for  which  farm  plans  were  prepared  early  in  1930. 
These  plans  are  being  carried  out  as  closely  as  local  conditions  and  the 
developing  camp  will  permit.  Some  600  acres  are  nov,-  under  cultivation. 
Potatoes,  tomatoes,  green  vegetables,  apples,  and  pears  have  been  furnished 
the  kitchen;  oats  and  hay  have  been  harvested  for  the  mules;  corn  and  tobacco 
were  in  process  of  harvesting,  and  fall  planted  cabbage,  kale,  collards, 
spinach,  and  onions  gave  promise  of  plenty  of  green  vegetables  for  the  kitch- 
en during  the  coming  winter  and  early  spring.  Hog  lots  were  being  laid 
out  and  planted  for  spring  grazing.  New  land  is  being  cleared.  A  portable 
saw  mill  has  been  set  up  and  lumber  is  being  sawed  for  some  of  the  farm 
buildings.  The  men  appeared  to  be  working  industriously  and  as  though  in- 
terested in  what  they  were  doing. 

Mr.  Goodrich  reports  that  the  first  camp  building  he  entered  on  this 
visit  reminded  him  of  the  "little  red  school  house"  of  earlier  days.  It 
was  a  small  temporary  building,  fitted  up  with  plain  benches,  tables,  and 
blackboards,  at  which  a  group  of  15  or  20  young  men  were  spending  an  hour 
or  two  writing  exercises  and  solving  problems  before  going  to  the  field  to 
work.

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THREE  FIRES  DAMAGE  OR  DESTROY 
CERTIFICATED  COTTON. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  October  15,  two  bales  of  cotton,  stored  in 
the  cotton  warehouse  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building  at  300  Linworth 
Place,  S.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C,  were  slightly  damaged  by  fire.  The  fire 
was  promptly  discovered  by  two  colored  workmen  of  the  Division  of  Cotton 
Marketing  and  the  two  bales  were  immediately  removed  from  the  v/arehouse 
and  further  damage  prevented. 

Last  week  a  serious  fire  occurred  in  a  public  warehouse  in  Galveston, 
Texas,  and  among  other  bales  damaged,  some  5,000  bales  of  cotton  which  had 
previously  been  certificated  under  the  U.  S.  Cotton  Futures  Act  v/ere  damaged 
or  destroyed.  For  these,  it  was  necessary  to  recall  and  cancel  the  certifi- 
cates previously  issued  by  the  Bureau's  Board  of  Cotton  Examiners. 

During  the  week  a  small  fire  also  occurred  in  a  public  warehouse  at 
the  port  of  New  York,  and  here  it  has  been  necessary  also  to  recall  and  can- 
cel 50  certificates  representing  cotton  previously  classified  by  the  Board  of 
Cotton  Examiners  and  certificated  under  the  U.  S.  Cotton  Futures  Act. 

STATISTICIANS'  AID  HELPS  LIGHTEN 
SEED  LOAN  RELIEF  WORK. 

The  whole-hearted  cooperation  being  rendered  by  members  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  in  the  seed  loan  relief  work  of  the 
Department  is  commended  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Warburton,  Director  of  Extension  Work, 
in  a  recent  letter  to  Mr.  Olsen:    Dr.  Warburton  writes: 

"I  am  frequently  impressed  with  the  very  fine  cooperation  I  have 
received  from  the  representatives  of  your  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  in  the  States.  I  would  naturally  expect  such  cooperation  from 
good  friends  of  long  standing,  such  as  Surratt,  Kirk,  Diamond,  and  Jacob- 
son,  but  I  get  it  also  from  men  with  whom  I  have  had  very  slight  personal 
acquaintance.  A  few  days  ago,  when  Jacobson  was  busy  with  his  monthly 
crop  report,  he  took  the  time  to  write  me  a  three-page  letter  summarizing 
the  reports  on  feed  conditions  by  counties.  About  the  same  time  Fred 
Beier  wrote  me,  telling  of  a  drought  meeting  which  was  being  held  in  Colo~ 
rado,  and  giving  me  an  advanced  statement  on  conditions  in  various  sections 
of  his  State.  Last  spring  I  had  very  complete  information  from  a  number  of 
the  States,  with  reference  to  1930  crop  yields,  by  counties.  I  especially 
commend  the  completeness  of  the  figures  given  by  Frank  Parker  of  North 
Carolina,  and  the  promptness  with  which  his  report  was  made.  Without  this 
fine  cooperation  on  the  part  of  your  people  our  determination  of  relief 
areas  would  be  much  more  difficult  than  it  is." 

LUNCHEON  GIVEN  IN 

HONOR  OF  MR.  FOLEY. 

Edward  A.  Foley,  agricultural  attach^  at  London,  was  given  a  dinner 
on  Saturday  evening,  October  3,  at  the  Dorchester  House  Hotel,  London,  by 
the  agricultural  attaches  and  advisers  attached  to  Great  Britain.  As  a 
souvenir  of  the  occasion  he  was  presented  with  a  gold  mounted  cigarette 
case,  in  the  interior  of  which  is  engraved  the  signatures  of  the  members  of 
the  party,  as  follows:

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PERIODIC  REQUISITIONS  TO  REDUCE 
SHIPPING  EXPENSE  IS  URGED. 

In  the  March  10,  1931,  issue  of  The  B.A.E.  News  attention  was  called 
to  the  saving  in  shipping  expense  that  could  be  effected  provided  additional 
effort  was  made  by  the  field  offices  to  place  their  requisitions  semi- 
annually or  quarterly  covering  their  requirements  for  a  period  of  several 
months.  The  Business  Manager  of  the  Bureau  has  been  much  gratified  by 
the  ready  response  that  has  been  shown  by  various  offices  in  following  his 
suggestions  in  the  previous  item,  but  in  view  of  the  extraordinary  effort 
now  being  made  to  curtail  Governmental  expenses  in  every  practicable  way, 
he  requests  every  officer  concerned  with  the  operating  of  a  field  office  to 
again  review  the  matter  of  ordering  supplies,  with  the  object  of  further 
reducing  the  number  of  requisitions  that  are  being  placed  for  supplies  and 
forms.  On  the  first  day  of  each  quarter,  a  stock  inventory  should  be  taken 
and  a  requisition  placed  for  all  supplies  and  forms  likely  to  be  required 
for  several  months  ensuing.  It  is  realized  that  periodical  requisitions 
cannot  be  expected  to  fully  cover  all  requirements  and  that  exigencies  will 
arise  that  '"ill  require  occasional  supplementary  requisitions,  but  these 
should  be  held  to  a  minimum  consistent  with  proper  performance  of  the  work. 

The  economy  in  transportation  that  can  be  effected  by  having  requi- 
sitions for  supplies  cover  several  months'  requirements  is  called  particular- 
ly to  the  attention  of  the  offices  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  cost  of  trans- 
portation by  boat  from  Washington  to  Los  Angeles  and  other  points  along  the 
Pacific  Coast  is  ^l.OSj  per  100  lbs. ,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  $2.00.  It  will 
therefore  be  noted  that  200  lbs.  can  be  shipped  by  boat  as  cheaply  as  100 
'lbs.  Since  the  cost  of  shipping  by  express  is  $3.17  for  25  lbs.  ,  it  will  be 
noted  that  12  lots  of  supplies  weighing  when  packed  25  lbs.  each,  consoli- 
dated into  one  shipment,  could  be  transported  by  boat  for  approximately  the 
same  cost  as  one  25-pound  lot  by  express.  It  is,  of  course,  not  intended 
that  offices  should  order  larger  quantities  of  supplies  than  they  will  re- 
quire over  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  but  the  greatest  possible  care  must 
henceforth  be  exercised  to  avoid  emergency  shipments  or  numerous  small  lots 
that  must  be  forwarded  by  express  or  parcel  post.  Bureau  offices  occupying 
the  same  building  should  arrange  to  pool  their  requisitions  so  that  a  con- 
solidated shipment  can  be  made,  and  it  is  believed  that  most  offices  in  the 
same  city  can  cooperate  in  having  a  consolidated  shipment  made  to  one  address 
from  which  distribution  can  be  made. 

Very  close  scrutiny  is  to  be  given  to  the  matter  of  placing  supply 
requisitions  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  found  that  even  greater  economy 
in  transportation  charges  can  be  effected. 

USE  OF  GOVERNMENT  VEHICLES  FOR  OTHER 

THAN  OFFICIAL  BUSINESS  PROHIBITED. 

The  Business  Office  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
reported  that  one  of  the  Bureau's  Government-owned  automobiles  was  be- 
ing used  for  personal  business.  Every  employee  entrusted  with  the  use 
of  a  Government  automobile  is  hereby  advised  that  the  use  of  such  a  vehicle 
for  other  than  official  business  will  be  sufficient  reason  for  disciplinary 
action.  The  fullest  cooperation  in  the  proper  use  of  these  vehicles  is 
urged. 
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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

HATCHING  OF  TURKEY  POULTS  by  Commercial  Hatcheries  Increasing,  re- 
leased by  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  October  14,  is  the 
first  report  ever  issued  on  the  quality  of  poults  hatched  in  commercial 
hatcheries.  While  this  report  is  not  necessarily  to  be  taken  as  an  indi- 
cation of  this  season's  turkey  crop,  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products  thinks  that  it  does  seem  to  point  out  that  the  hatching  of  turkeys 
in  commercial  hatcheries  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance. 

THE  DAILY  REPORT  OF  MEAT  TRADE  CONDITIONS  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool  "saved  much  money"  for  Camp  Silver  Spruce,  Lake 
Stahahe,  lona  Island,  N.  Y.,  writes  A.  R.  Walz,  who  has  been  furnished  these 
reports  for  use  at  the  camp  this  summer. 

ESTIMATED  NUMBERS  OF  APPLE  TREES  by  Varieties  and  Ages  in  Commercial 
Orchards  in  Idaho,  January  1,   1928,   is  a  new  report  in  the  series  forming 
an  economic  study  of  the  industry  of  the  United  States.    W.  H.  Youngman, 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  prepared  the  estimates,  information 
for  which  v.-as  collected  by  J.  H.  Jacobson,  statistician  for  Idaho.  County 
extension  agents  and  others  assisted  materially  in  this  work.

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BUREAU  PARTICIPATES  IN  NATIONAL 
LAND  UTILIZATION  CONFERENCE, 


A  three-day  conference  on  agricultural  land  utilization  has  been 
called  by  Secretary  Hyde  for  November  19  to  21  at  Chicago.  At  the  invita- 
tion of  the  Secretary,  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universi- 
ties is  joining  hiai  in  this  call. 

Fanners,  bankers,  railway  officials,  insurance  and  mortgage  company 
officers,  and  others  will  be  represented  at  the  conference,  as  will  members 
of  the  Land  Grant  College  Association,  representatives  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  State  agricultural  offi- 
cials. The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  will  participate  through  the 
attendance  of  Mr.  Olsen;  Mr.  Englund;  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge,  Division 
of  Land  Economics;  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge,  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs;  and  Norman  J.  Wall,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance. 

The  conference  will  consider  essential  steps  toward  a  national  policy 
of  land  utilization,  and  the  bearing  of  such  a  policy  on  problems  now  con- 
fronting agriculture.  Sub-marginal  land,  tax  delinquency,  farm  abandon- 
ment, mortgage  indebtedness,  foreclosed  farm  lands  and  other  immediate 
problems  also  will  be  discussed. 

"The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  long  felt  the  need  for  a  land 
policy  consistent  with  the  outlook  for  American  agriculture,"  Secretary 
Hyde  said  when  announcing  the  meeting,  "and  has  from  time  to  time  suggested 
the  broad  outlines  of  such  a  policy.  The  time  is  particularly  opportune  for 
such  a  conference,  for  many  of  the  emergency  problems  now  confronting  agri- 
culture are  directly  due  to  the  lack  of  a  sound  land  policy. 

"Consideration  will  be  given  to  ways  and  means  of  dealing  with  the 
problems  of  sub-marginal  farming  areas,  as  v/ell  as  problems  of  regional 
adjustment  in  areas  of  good  land.  In  both  good  and  poor  farming  areas 
farmers  are  confronted  v/ith  the  necessity  for  extension  readjustments  in 
farm  organization,  credit,  and  taxation. 

"We  expect  no  panacea  to  result  from  this  conference.  But  we  hope 
through  a  pooling  of  ideas  to  make  substantial  progress  in  formulating  a 
program  that  will  deal  with  our  most  pressing  land  problems.  We  must  co- 
ordinate more  effectively  existing  Federal  and  State  agencies  and  resources 
if  we  hope  to  solve  these  problems.  The  situation  calls  for  the  united 
effort  of  farmers,  business  men,  and  Federal  and  State  officials  in  develop- 
ing a  land  policy  that  will  contribute  to  economic  stability  and  the  conser- 
V ation  of  national  resources." 
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FLQBIM-POT  ATO^OUMOK^MEET  INGS 

DRAW  LARGE  NUMBER  OF  GROWERS. 


The   two   recent  potato  outlook  conferences  in  Florida,    one  at  La 
Crosse  on  October  15  and  the  other  at  Hastings  on  October  16,  were  well 
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attended,  report  L.  H.  Bean  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical 
Research,  and  A.  E.  Mercker  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee,  who 
conducted  the  meetings.  They  were  sponsored  by  the  Florida  Agricultural 
Extension  Service,  and  were  arranged  for  by  H.  G.  Clayton,  extension  agri- 
cultural economist,  who  also  acted  as  chairman.  The  fact  that  the  meetings 
vere  open  to  all  growers  probably  accounts  for  the  large  attendance.  Last 
year  the  one  outlook  meeting  in  the  State  was  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  potato  marketing  organizations,  and  the  attendance  was  more  restricted 
than  at  the  current  meetings, 

Florida  poLalo  growers  last  year  failed  to  get  an  adequate  return 
for  their  crop,  and  the  further  decline  in  the  potato  markets,  accompanying 
the  deepening  of  the  business  depression,  has  apparently  resulted  in  the 
curtailment  of  credit  for  growing  the  1932  crop.  The  growers  were  very 
much  interested  in  the  recent  trends  in  acreage  extension  in  areas  that 
compete  with  the  Florida  crop,  namely,  Texas,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  They  were  also  concerned  over  the  larger 
supply  of  the  1931  late  potato  crop,  which  will  be  held  over  for  marketing 
in  competition  with  the  Florida  crop.  This  increased  competition  in  pros- 
pect is  due  to  a  larger  Northern  crop  in  1931  than  in  1930  and  the  tendency 
of  the  present  low  prices  in  the  Northern  surplus  States  to  restrict  current 
marketings . 

As  a  result  of  these  prospects,  Florida  growers  are  now  wondering 
whether  even  a  considerable  reduction  in  their  own  acreage  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  bring  returns  for  their  1932  crop  anywhere  near  last  year's  in- 
adequate returns. 

On  this  trip  Mr.  Bean  also  went  to  Gainesville  and  talked  to  the 
economics  staff  and  upper  classmen  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Florida  on  the  business  situation  in  relation  to  agriculture. 

Before  returning  to  Washington,  Mr.  Mercker  held  conferences  with 
the  marketing  organizations  in  the  State  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina, 
regarding  the  potato  acreage  that  these  organizations  intend  to  finance  in 
1932.  He  also  conferred  with  agricultural  extension  officials  at  North 
Carolina  State  College  of  Agriculture,  making  arrangements  for  a  series  of 
11  potato  outlook  conferences  in  that  State  the  first  week  of  November.

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SAMPLES  OF  GRADED  FOODS 

BENEFIT  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  standardization  and  grading 
service  on  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  which  was  recently  inaugurated, 
reports  a  very  satisfactory  volume  of  business.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  tY.'0  eastern  offices,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Eston,  Md.  Samples  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  cases  of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  have  bee.n 
graded  at  the  request  of  commercial  concerJ-.s,  such  as  public  v/arehouseraen, 
canners,  v.'holesale  grocers,  and  chain  stores. 

Fees  are  charged  for  each  certificate  issued  based  on  the  size  of 
the  lot  from  which  the  sample  is  drawn.  The  general  range  of  fees  for  grading 
has  been  between  3^3.00  and  $6.00. 

A  very  heavy  volume  of  grading  has  also  been  done  for  Government 
departments,  such  as  the  Veterans'  Administration,  the  Prison  Bureau  of 
the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  of  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  and  the  General  Supply  Committee  ?vhich  serves  local  in- 
stitutions -  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  Gallinger  Hospital,  and  penal  in- 
stitutions. 

A  rather  preplexing  problem  arose  in  connection  with  the  disposi- 
tion of  cut  samples  of  merchandise  after  they  have  been  graded.  At  the 
present  time  many  gallons  are  being  supplied  charitable  institutions  af- 
ter grc.ding,  such  as  the  Central  Union  and  Gospel  Missions  in  Washington, 
the  Salvation  Army  in  Chicago  and  in  Louisville,  and  the  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Infirm  near  Easton,  Md.  '* 

Additional  grading  offices  are  planned.  Microanalytical  work  will 
also  probably  be  undertaken  on  some  canned  products  after  January  1

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DEAN  MUMFORD  DISCUSSES  OUTLOOK 

WORK  IN  THE  EXTENSION  PROGRAM . 

"The  Place  of  Outlook  7/ork  in  the  Entire  Extension  Program,"  the 
i.ddress  of  Dean  H.  W.  Mumford,  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Illi- 
nois, at  the  Central  States  Regional  Outlook  Conference,  Urbana,  111., 
September  18,  was  so  highly  regarded  by  members  of  the  Bureau  who  attended 
that  meeting,  that  excerpts  from  the  speech  are  quoted  below  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  general  staff: 

"In  its  broadest  implications,  outlook  work  is  an  effort  to  furnish 
to  the  farmer  information  which  will  assist  him  in  planning  his  farm  enter- 
prises. It  assumes  that  planning  should  find  a  definite  place  in  the  farm- 
er's program  of  v/ork.  Planning  looks  forward,  not  backward.  To  be  sure, 
the  wise  planner  builds  on  the  basis  of  experience.  There  is  a  sense,  there- 
fore, in  which  the  outlook  looks  backward  as  well  as  forward.  It  should  not 
be  assumed  that  outlook  materials  should  be  or  can  be  used  by  all  farmers  in 
the  same  way  or  to  the  same  extent.  This  is  true,  if  in  no  other  respect 
than  that,  practically  speaking,  each  farm  presents  a  different  problem. 
There  are  differences  in  fertility,  in  the  adaptability  of  the  farm  to  dif- 
ferent enterprises,  and,  should  we  wish  to  go  into  greater  detail,  we  may 
say  that  there  are  often  valid  reasons  why  it  may  be  wise  to  handle  the 
same  farm  enterprise  differently  on  different  farms.  It  is  because  of  these 
and  other  reasons  that  it  is  impracticable  for  the  Extension  Service  to  at- 
tempt to  advise  specific  action  for  all  farms.  Nor  are  pecularities  of 
soil  and  other  physical  conditions  the  only  consideration.  The  individuality 
of  the  farmer,  his  ability,  his  training,  his  industry,  and  his  judgment  are 
all  factors  which  must  be  taken  into  account,  no  matter  how  we  may  theorize 
about  farming  in  general.  *  ^  * 

"I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  argument  at  times  advanced  both  by  exten- 
sion specialists  and,  shall  I  say,  farmers  who  have  not  given  diligent 
thought  to  this  matter  that  what  the  farmer  wants  is  to  be  told  precisely 
what  he  should  do  on  his  own  farm.  Even  in  such  a  progressive  agricultural 
State  as  Illinois  I  have  heard  this  statement  made.  It  has  not  greatly 
disturbed  me.  I  fully  recognize  the  fact  that  it  is  our  responsibility  as 
extension  workers  and  administrators  to  get  the  right  point  of  view  our- 
selves and  radiate  it  to  Illinois  farmers  in  ways  that  appeal  to  the  farm- 
er's reason  and  strengthens  his  confidence  in  what  we  are  trying  to  do. 
This  can  be  accomplished.  But  the  wise  and  profitable  use  of  outlook  mater- 
ial, as  well  as  the  extent  to  which  it  will  be  used,  will  in  the  last  analy- 
sis depend  upon  the  disposition  of  the  individual  farmer  to  do  his  ovm 
thinking  and.  primarily,  upon  his  capacity  for  doing  it. 

"What  I  have  said  may  appear  to  some  to  relieve  the  agricultural  econ- 
omist from  analyzing  or  interpreting,  except  in  a  most  general  way,  the  data 
he  presents.  *  *  *  On  the  contrary  I  should  say  that  such  a  point  of  view 
places  upon  the  agricultural  economist  the  responsibility  both  of  presenting 
and  of  interpreting  data  in  such  a  way  that  the  individual  farmer,  under 
varying  conditions,  may  find  it  not  too  difficult  either  to  understand  or 
to  adapt  to  his  own  farm.  *  *  * 

"I  wish  to  say  now  directly,  what  I  have  up  to  this  time  implied, 
that  in  my  opinion  no  single  extension  project  forming  a  part  of  a  State  ex- 
tension program  can  better  serve  to  develop  individual  thinking  among  farm- 
ers and  at  the  same  time  broaden  the  farmer's  horizon,  increase  his  inter- 
est in  his  business,  or  in  the  end  contribute  more  to  the  profitable  manage- 
ment of  his  farm  than  a  carefully  planned,  wisely  executed  outlook  activity." 
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STATES'  RESPONSa  AFFORDS  MATERIAL  FOR 

MEW  FEATURES  IN  "MARKETING  ACTIVITIES . " 

Was  it  the  letter?  Is  it  that  officials  of  State  agricultural  col- 
leges and  departments  of  agriculture  are  naturally  responsive  to  Bureau 
appeals?  Or  is  it  that  "Marketing  Activities,"  our  v/eekly  publication  that 
reports  Federal  and  State  activities  in  marketing  and  economic  research, 
renders  an  indispensible  service  in  its  field? 

All  three,  no  doubt.  But  whatever  the  reason,  the  fact  is  that  a 
circular  letter  asking  State  colleges  and  departments  of  agriculture  for 
reports  on  economic  research  and  marketing  v.'or!:  this  fiscal  year,  has  brought 
such  widespread  response  as  tc  enable  the  editor  of  "Marketing  Activities" 
to  plan  a  series  of  issues  v/hich  will  tell  v/hat  each  State  college  and  de- 
partment of  agriculture  is  doing  and  planning  to  do  this  year.  The  first 
issue  containing  this  information  v/as  that  of  October  21.

Miss  Helen  Canon,  instructor  in  hom3 
economics  at  Cornell  University,  in  her  address  on  "The  Use  of  Economic 
Information  in  a  Home  Economics  Program,"  Introduced  a  new  feature  in  out- 
look meetings  in  bringing  together  home  and  farm  economics,  and  at  the  same 
time  called  to  the  attention  of  those  present  the  importance  of  outlook 
reports  in  solving  farm  home  management  problems. 

Other  salient  points  of  the  meeting  were  the  large  proportion  of  the 
attendance  made  up  of  county  agents  and  subject  matter  specialists,  and  the 
fact  that  more  time  was  devoted  to  the  adaptation  and  c^pplication  of  outlook 
information  than  at  any  previous  regional  outlook  conference. 

Mr.  Dixon  reports  that  this  was  the  first  conference  where  a  county 
agent  and  production  specialists  committee  made  suggestions  for  future  needs 
in  and  improvement  of  outlook  work.  Discussions  were  stimulating  and  give 
promise  of  fruitful  results. 

The  subjects  of  Bureau  representatives  were  outstandingly  presented, 
Mr.  Dixon  reports.  Members  of  the  Bureau  at  the  meeting  and  their  addresses 
were:  "The  Business  Situation  and  the  Effect  on  Agriculture,"  Dr.  0.  C. 
Stine;  "Agricultural  Adjustments  in  the  Appalachian  Region,"  Dr.  C.  L. 
Holmes;  "The  Apple  Outlook,"  M.  R.  Cooper;  "The  Cattle  and  Sheep  Outlook  and 
Feed  Situation,"  C.  A.  Burmeister;  "The  Poultry  Outlook,"  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes; 
"The  Dairy  Outlook,"  J.  B.  Shepard;  "The  Potato  Outlook,"  Paul  Koenig; 
"A  Regional  Outlook  Program  for  Potato  Farmers,"  A.  E.  Mercker;  "Further 
Research  Needed  to  Make  Outlook  Work  More  Effective,"  Dr.   0.   C.  Stine. 

There  were  about  75  delegates  at  the  meeting,  including  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Agricultural  Colleges  of  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia.

Special  livestock  market  news  service,  covering  the  Fort  Worth,  Kansas 
City,  and  Chicago  markets,  is  being  provided  the  Pan  Handle  Livestock  Pro- 
ducers Association  of  Amarillo,  Texas,  by  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats, 
and  Wool,  in  an  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  producers  in  that  important 
livestock  area  for  timely  and  comprehensive  market  information.  The  service, 
which  has  recently  been  inaugurated,  takes  the  form  of  regular  commercial 
news  dispatches  from  the  three  markets  named,  the  dispatches  being  trans- 
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mitted  to  Amarillo  by  commercial  wire  three  times  daily. 

The  Pan  Handle  Livestock  Producers  Association  is  cooperating  with 
the  Department  in  disseminating  the  incoming  information  by  radio  and  bulle-

BUREAU  TAKES  PART  IN  NATIONAL 

DAIRY  INDUSTRIES  EXPOSITION.

A  Bureau  exhibit  of  charts  dealing  with  certain  important  phases 
of  the  dairy  situation  and  copies  of  market  reports  and  other  reports  of 
the  Bureau  was  on  display  last  week  at  the  National  Dairy  Industries  Ex- 
position at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  Roy  C  Potts  and  L.  M.  Davis  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  attended  the  show  and  assisted  at  the 
Bureau's  booth.  Carroll  F.  Duvall  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information 
set  up  the  exhibit.  Messrs,  Potts  and  Davis  report  that  the  simplicity  with 
which  the  Bureau's  material  was  presented  mads  it  particularly  appealing. 

The  Exposition  was  sponsored  by  the  Dairy  and  Ice  Cream  Machine."^ 
and  Supplies  Association.  The  annual  meetings  of  two  of  the  largest  dairj- 
organizations,  namely,  the  Internation?.!  Association  of  Ice  Cream  Manufac- 
turers and  the  International  Association  of  Milk  Dealers,  were  held  at  the 
same  time  and  place  as  the  Exposition. 

Meetings  of  other  dairy  organizations,  such  as  the  American  Dry  Milk 
Institute  and  the  National  Dairy  Council,  are  also  held  at  this  time,  and 
together  with  the  Exposition  draw  thousands  of  persons  who  are  connected 
in  one  way  or  another  with  dairying,  including  repres3ntative£  from  foreign 
countries.  Attendance  this  year  was  very  large,  Mr.  Potts  and  Mr.  Davis 
report . 

L.  D.  Reekie  of  the  New  York  office,  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Products,  assisted  in  grading  the  butter  for  the  judging  contest  of  the 
students  sent  to  the  Exposition  by  various  State  Universities.  Prizes  and 
six  scholarships  v/ere  awarded  to  the  winners.  The  scholarships  provide  for 
a  year's  special  work  at  an  agricultural  college  on  some  technical  phase  of 
dairy  manufacture  following  graduation. 

DO  YOU  KNOW? 

While  agriculture  and  farming  are  usually  regarded  as  synonymous 
words,  the  Standard  Dictionary  makes  the  following  interesting  distinctions 
between  the  two,  that  are  probably  not  generally  taken  into  account  in  their 
use . 

"Agriculture  is  the  generic  term,  including  at  once  the  science,  the 
art,  and  the  process  of  supplying  human  wants  by  raising  the  products  of  the 
soil,  and  by  the  associated  industries;  farming  is  the  practice  of  agricul- 
ture as  a  business;  there  may  be  theoretical  agriculture,  but  not  theoreti- 
cal farming;  we  speak  of  the  science  of  agriculture,  the  business  of  farming; 
scientific  agriculture  may  be  wholly  in  books;  scientific  farming  is  prac- 
ticed upon  the  land;  we  say  an  agricultural  college  rather  than  a  college  of 
farming. " 
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EVEN  CIRCUSES  DEPEND  UPON 

CROP. REPORTS  FOR  GyiDANCE. 

Practically  all  lines  of  business  use  crop  estimates  for  guidance. 
Officials  in  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  say  that  the  list 
of  organizations  which  obtain  crop  reports  each  month  is  a  good  cross  section 
of  all  the  businesses  of  the  country.  The  farm  implement  industry,  which 
makes  constant  use  of  the  crop  reports,  is  closely  allied  to  agriculture,  but 
the  automobile  industry  is  somewhat  removed,  and  other  businesses  that  use 
them,  such  as  circuses,  for  instance,  seem  a  far  cry  from  agriculture.  The 
graaller  circuses,  however,  are  routed  through  the  areas  that  have  the  best 
crops,  which  accounts  for  the  interest  of  circus,  promoters  in  the  Bureau's 
reports.  Business  houses,  when  planning  their  sales  campaigns,  use  this 
information  to  determine  what  are  the  better  localities  to  concentrate  their 
efforts,    Credit  corporations  are  also  extensive  users  of  crop  information. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  list  to  whom  the  crop  reports  are  sent 
is  purged  every  year,  approximately  3600  mimeographed  reports  are  sent  out 
monthly  the  minute  a  report  is  completed, 

BOUNTIFUL  CROP  MAKES  APPLE 

PRICES  LOW  IN  WASHINGTON..  • 

In  a  recent  survey  of  the  city  to  gather  information  on  apples  for 
her  weekly  radio  talk  over  Station  WRC,  Mrs.  Wilna  C.  Rice  of  the  Division  of 
Economic  Information  found  that  prices  of  apples  in  the  Washington  Farmers 
Wholesale  Markets  are  nearly  as  low  as  prices  on  farms.  To  benefit  by  the 
low  prices,  however,  purchases  must  be  made  in  bushel  quantities,  rather  than 
by  the  pound.  Farmers .Wholesale  Markets  in  Washington  are  not  confined  to 
wholesale  buyers,  but  housewives  too  may  market  there. 

In  her  radio  talk  last  week,  giving  the  results  of  the  survey,  Mrs. 
Rice  related  the  follov/ing  instance  where  a  market  customer  made  a  point  of 
buying  small  apples,  with  apparent  good  reason: 

"May  I  pick  out  my  own  apples?"  one  customer  asked  of  the  country 
dealer  ?;ho  was  displaying  a  basket  of  fine  large  Stayman  apples.  "Certainly," 
he  replied,  "pick  out  any  you  y/ant."  Much  to  his  surprise  and  mine,  too, 
the  customer  in  question  picked  out  the  smallest  apples,  and  explained; 
"These  smaller  apples  go  farther.  An  apple  is  an  apple  to  my  children. 
I  find  they  are  accustomed  to  waste  the  large  apples,  but  the  smaller  ones 
are  finished  clear  to  the  core.  And  what  a  saving  on  my  gas  bill  when  I 
bake  them!  Those  large  apples  are  fine  looking  when  they  are  baked,  but  oh 
the  quantity  of  gas  they  take!" 

One  other  point  from  Mrs.  Rice's  radio  talk,  quoted  below,  may  interest 
Bureau  housewives: 

"Did  you  ever  try  filling  the  cavity  of  the  apple  you  are  going  to 
bake  with  mince  meat  instead  of  raisins?  They  make  a  delicious  dessert  dish 
that  way,  either  for  luncheon  or  dinner,  and  are  a  splendid  appetizer  for 
breakfast."

CROP  ESTIMATES  DECENTRALIZATION 
SCHEME  EFFECTS  ECONOMIES. 

Decentralization  in  the  handling  of  crop  reports,  now  in  effect  in 
31  States,  is  working  out  very  satisfactorily,  W.  F.  Callander,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  states.    It  has  already 
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resulted  in  some  saving  in  funds,  and  he  believes  will  show  greater  sav- 
ings as  time  goes  on.  The  division's  field  offices  in  these  31  States  are 
now  tabulating  the  township  reports  which  were  formerly  handled  in  Wash- 
ington, 

A  beginning  has  been  mad©  on  the  decentralization  of  price  reports, 
18  States  now  handling  these  reports  in  the  field. 

As  a  result  of  the  decentralization,  12  clerks  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  field  and  one  clerk  has  been  transferred  to  another  division 
of  the  Bureau.  The  vacancy  left  by  the  retirement  of  one  clerk  has  net 
been  filled  and  a  vacancy  which  will  be  caused  by  the  retirement  of  another 
clerk  February  1  also  will  not  be  filled. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  four  other  clerical  positions  which  became 
vacant  for  various  reasons  have  been  abolished. 

BUREAU  BRgyiT^gS. 

FARM  VALUE,  GROSS  INCOME,  AND  CASH  INCOME  FROM  FARM  PRODUCTION,  just 
released,  is  Part  III  of  a  series  of  preliminary  reports  relating  to  income 
from  Agricultural  Production  by  States.  The  other  reports  in  the  series  are: 
Part  1,  Estimates  by  Commodities  and  by  States;  Part  II,  Commodity  Mono- 
graphs; Part  IV,  Commodity  Summaries  of  the  Income  Estimates;  Part  V,  Gener- 
al Summary  of  the  Income  Estimates.  Reports,  showing  current  estimates 
and   revised  estimates   for  preceding  years,    will  be  published  annually. 

THE  DIVISION  OF  LAND  ECONOMICS  is  the  title  of  an  outline  of  the  or- 
ganization, activities,  and  publications  of  this  division.  The  purpose  of 
this  paper  is  to  answer  questions  as  to  the  general  character  of  the  work 
of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  the  personnel  engaged  in  the  work,  and 
the  results  published. 

A  LIST  OF  AMERICAN  ECONOMIC  HISTORIES,  compiled  by  Everett  E.  Edwards, 
Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  is  now  being  distributed. 

GRADE  AND  STAPLE  OF  TENNESSEE  COTTON,  Crops  of  1928,  1929,  and  1930, 
is  a  preliminary  report  by  W.  B.  Lanham  and  J.  L.  McCollum,  Division  of  Cot- 
ton Marketing.  Although  the  data  here  presented  on  grade  and  staple  of  cot- 
ton ginned  in  Tennessee  are  available  for  only  three  crop  years  and  are  pre- 
liminary in  that  they  are  subject  to  revision,  they  indicate  significant  dif- 
ferences in  the  grade  and  staple  length  of  the  three  crops,  and  of  the  crop 
ginned  in  the  various  sections  of  the  State  during  the  same  crop  year.  This 
information  is  important  and  should  be  of  interest  to  growers  of  cotton  in 
Tennessee  and  to  others  connected  with  the  cotton  industry.

FREE  TOBACCO  GRADING  TO  BE 

FURNISFFD  TEFNFSSEE  PRODUCERS. 

Under  an  agreement  made  with  the  Tobacco  Section,  tcbacco  ware- 
housemen will  provide  tobacco  grading  service  without  cost  to  the  growers 
patronizing  that  market. 

Under  the  plan  adopted,  Gallatin,  which  is  one  of  the  smaller  but 
rapidly  growing  markets,  will  absorb  the  entire  cost  of  providing  Federal 
tobacco  grading  service.  This  decision  results  from  two  years  of  the 
benefits  derived  by  grov/ers  from  having  their  tcbacco  officially  graded 
according  to  United  States  standard  grades..  Heretofore  the  growers  have 
paid  the  grading  fees. 

A  similar  service  is  being  considered  by  other  markets  in  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee,  3.specially  Shelbyvillc,  an  important  Burley  market,  and  May- 
field  and  Paducah  in  the  western  dark-fired  district. 

Officials  of  the  Tcbacco  Section  regard  the  adopticn  cf  free 
grading  service  in  western  markets  as  an  advance  in  auction  market  proce- 
dure. In  certain  eastern  North  Carolina  markets  it  is  already  in  effect. 
This  service,  coupled  with  the  daily  price  reports  being  furnished  to 
tobacco  groY/ers  this  year  for  the  first  time,  is  assisting  growers  in  the 
disposal  of  their  crop,  officials  of  the.  section  believe.  ViJhile  not  dis- 
posed to  push  the  development  of  Governmental  tobacco-grading  service 
more  rapidly  than  it  can  be  promoted  along  sound  and  conservative  lines, 
they  believe  that  its  adoption  by  an  increasing  number  of  markets  each 
year  is  assured.

The  Department's  thirtieth  annual  crysanthemum  show  began  Novem- 
ber 5  and  will  continue  until  November  15,  inclusive.  The  exhibition,  with 
two  thousand  plants  on  display,  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
The  plants  range  from  the  tiny  dwarfed  blossoms  of  the  pompon  type  to  the 
large  single  blooms  of  the  Japanese  varieties.  The  nev/  varieties  in  the 
collection  were  developed  either  in  the  Department  greenhouses  or  bought 
from  commercial  firms. 

The  large  yearly  attendance,  usually  around  30,000,  testifies  to  the 
beauty  of  the  annual  show.  Many  of  the  visitors,  including  florists  and 
commercial  growers,  are  from  distant  points  of  the  country.  For  the  last 
several  years  the  Florists  Club  of  Washington,  members  of  whom  visited  the 
show  in  a  body,  awarded  the  Department  a  certificate  of  merit  for  an  out- 
standingly fine  exhibit. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES . 

MOTOR-TRUCK  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  is  the  theme  of 
Technical  Bulletin  272  by  Brice  Edwards  and  J.  ?/.  Park.  This  bulletin 
is  the  outgrowth  of  the  studies  which  have  already  yielded  several  mimeo- 
graphed preliminary  reports  and  one  State  bulletin,  all  of  which  have  been 
in  great  demand  as  motor-truck  transportation  and  marketing  have  become 
increasingly  important  in  the  industry. 

TAX  RELIEF,  REFORM,  REVISION,  REDUCTION.  Mr.  Englund's  address  at 
the  meeting  of  the  National  Tax  Association  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  October  15, 
is  now  in  mimeographed  form  for  distribution. 

V.  N.  VALGRFN'S,  CONTRIBUTION  TO  THE  PROGRAM  of  the  joint  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  and  the  Federation 
of  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies,  held  in  Chicago,  October  5-8,  receives 
the  following  appreciative  comment  in  an  article  in  the  October  Journal  of 
American  Insurance,  reporting  that  meeting:  "Leaders  in  the  educational 
field  contributed  largely  to  the  discussions.  Dr.  V.  N.  Valgren,  senior 
economist  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  long  known  to  the  mu- 
tuals  as  a  convention  speaker  and  practical  advisor  of  high  attainments, 
brought  a  message  of  constructive  suggestions  in  his  speech  on  'Farm  In- 
surance Needs  a,nd  Facilities,  '  bringing  out  the  necessity  for  continued 
progress  in  dealing  with  both  new  and  old  problems  affecting  rural  terri- 
tories.

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KARL  B.  SEEDS  |

Karl  B.  Seeds,  principal  associate  marketing  specialist  of  the 
Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  died  November  5  at  his  home  in  Washington. 
He  had  been  ill  for  some  time,  but  had  been  able  to  carry  on  his  work  until 
very  recently.  Mr.  Seeds'  body  was  taken  to  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  for 
burial.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  a  daughter  and  son.  The  latter  is 
attending  the  Naval  Academy. 

In  point  of  service,  Mr.  Seeds  was  one  of  the  oldest  employees  in 
the  Bureau,  having  entered  the  service  June  1,  1915,  in  what  was  then  the 
Grain  Marketing  Investigation  Project.  He  was  active  in  all  the  confer- 
ences relating  to  the  organization  of  the  adainistration  of  the  Grain  Stand- 
ards Act,  passed  in  August,  1916,  and  made  the  initial  draft  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  under  the  Act.  Later  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  licens- 
ing of  inspectors  under  that  Act.  He  was  joint  author  with  George  Living- 
ston of  a  Department  Bulletin,  entitled  "Marketing  Grain  at  Country  Points." 
During  the  period  of  the  war  Mr.  Seeds  was  in  charge  of  the  grain,  hay,  and 
feed  market  news  service,  which  was  conducted  as  an  emergency  war  measure, 
and  had  offices  at  important  markets  throughout  the  United  States. 

In  1918  Mr.  Seeds  was  transferred  to  Atlanta  as  grain  supervisor  of 
the  Atlanta  district  of  the  Grain  Division.  He  continued  in  that  position 
until  1922  v/hen  the  office  was  closed.  He  then  transferred  to  Washington 
to  take  charge  of  the  hay  inspection  work  in  the  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  Divi- 
sion, the  scope  of  his  duties  being  later  enlarged  to  include  supervision 
over  all  the  regulatory  work  of  that  division.  He  was  engaged  in  this  work 
until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Because  of  his  practical  knowledge  in  the  marketing  field,  Mr.  Seeds 
was  consulted  by  administrative  officers  on  regulatory  matters  during  the 
entire  period  of  his  service.  His  demeanor  in  all  his  official  relations 
was  marked  by  cheerfulness,  which  did  not  desert  him  even  during  his  try- 
ing illness. 

Mr.  Seeds  attended  Ohio  State  University  and  was  actively  identified 
in  Washington  in  that  university's  circles.  Upon  leaving  the  university 
and  until  he  entered  the  Bureau  he  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the 
grain  and  feed  business. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Seeds  was  major  in  the  Officers'  Re- 
serve Corps  of  the  Army  Veterinary  Service. 


DO  YOU  KNOW? 

The  library  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  is  the  largest 
of  the  bureau  libraries  of  the  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Weather  Bureau.  It  consists  of  the  collections  of  economics,  cooperation, 
marketing  of  agricultural  products,  rural  sociology,  land  and  rent,  agri- 
cultural labor  and  wages,  finance  and  commerce,  as  well  as  the  statistical 
collections  of  the  Department  relating  to  acreage,  production,  prices,  etc., 
of  agricultural  crops.  The  collection  of  domestic  and  foreign  agricultural 
statistics  is  generally  conceded  to  be  the  most  complete  in  this  country.

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SUCCESSFUL  OUTLO_0K  .CONFERENCE 
AT  MEMPHIS  LAST  WEEK.

The  second  annual  Southern  outlook  conference,  held  at  Memphis  last 
week,  had  the  largest  attendance  of  any  conference  of  this  character  ever 
held  in  the  South.  There  were  about  150  representatives  of  the  thirteen 
States  registered  during  the  four  days,  Tuesday  to  Friday  inclusive.  Most 
of  the  States  were  represented  by  delegations  from  agricultural  college 
extension  services,  a  large  number  of  district  extension  agents,  and  voca- 
tional teachers.  Several  Departments  of  Agriculture  were  represented,  and 
the  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  of  Mississippi  and  Texas  were  present. 

Reports  from  all  States  by  extension  workers  showed  a  good  active 
interest  in  outlook  work,  and  their  plans  are  being  made  for  wider  distribu- 
tion than  ever  before  of  this  type  of  information  during  the  fall  and  winter. 
All  the  States  are  planning  to  prepare  and  distribute  some  form  of  State  out- 
look report  and  also  to  hold  training  conferences  for  extension  workers. 
The  supervisors  of  vocational  agriculture  from  several  States  were  present, 
as  well  as  a  number  of  teachers  and  district  supervisors.  They  are  making 
plans  to  expand  their  work  in  farmers'  evening  classes  and  among  students  of  ~  p' 
agriculture  in  the  high  schools.  o 

The  preliminary  reports  prepared  by  the  Bureau  were  considered  in  p 
detail  by  committees  of  State  workers  and  later  presented  to  and  adopted  by 
the  conference  as  a  whole.     Several  State  committees  issued  supplementary 
reports,   giving  special  suggestions  as  to  changes  in  practices  that  were 
desirable  in  view  of  the  outlook. 

Mr.  Englund  acted  as  chairman  of  the  sessions  considering  outlook  re- 
ports, while  J.  A.  Evans  and  H.  M.  Dixon  acted  as  chairmen  of  the  sessions 
devoted  to  extension  methods.  Carl  Williams,  v/ho  led  the  group  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  addressed  the  luncheon  meeting  on 
Tuesday.  He  emphasized  the  growth  and  importance  of  outlook  work  in  the 
South  and  cited  what  he  believed  to  be  its  value  in  his  observation  that 
never  before  has  the  South  had  such  assistance  in  meeting  the  problems  in  a 
depression  as  is  available  this  year. 

The  outlook  report  is  being  mimeographed  and  mailed  this  v/eek  to  all 
extension  workers  and  Smith-Hughes  teachers  in  the  Southern  States.  A 
special  series  of  chart  books,  is  also  being  mailed  this  week  to  extension 
workers.  This  is  the  new  size  of  chart  book,  10-g-  x  16,  which  was  first 
shov;n  at  Memphis  and  highly  approved  by  county  agents  for  small  meetings.

As  a  result  he  and  his  wife  and  children  were  ab- 
solutely destitute,  and  he  asked  if  the  Washington  staff  of  the  division 
could  not  come  to  his  rescue  with  some  old  clothes. 

In  response  Mr.  Callander  wrote  to  the  man  to  get  the  approximate 
height  and  sizes  of  the  family.  Now  that  this  information  has  been  obtained, 
enough  articles  of  clothing  have  been  collected  to  fill  a  large  box,  which 
v/ill  go  forward  some  time  this  week.  Unfortunately,  the  family  want  shoes 
particularly,  but  because  of  the  Cinderella  sizes  of  the  Crop  Estimators' 
feet,  this  need  has  not  been  met. 


DEFINITIONS  APPROVED  FOR  TWO 

CLASSES  OF  CHEESE  PRODUCTS. 

L.  M.  Davis,  of  the  Washington  office,  and  Floyd  R.  Simpson  of  the 
Chicago  office.  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  recently  were  in 
Plymouth,  Green  Bay,  and  Manitowoc,  Wis.,  in  the  interest  of  cheese  sta- 
tistics. At  each  point  they  interviewed  individual  producers  and  members 
of  firms  engaged  in  the  production  of  cheese  or  handling  that  commodity.  Ir. 
addition  they  spent  the  morning  of  November  6  at  the  open  meeting  of  members 
of  the  nev/  Wisconsin  Cheese  Price  Committee.  With  all  the  parties  interviewed 
Messrs.  Davis  and  Simpson  discussed  the  problem  of  a  correct  interpretatior. 
of  what  is  properly  to  be  classed  as  storage  stocks  as  distinguished  froa  cur- 
rent trading  stocks.  The  following  definitions  for  these  two  classes  of 
products,  particularly  for  use  of  the  trade  in  reporting  to  the  Bureau,  were 
unanimously  approved: 

(1)  Storage  stocks  of  cheese  to  include  all  cheese  in  storage  ware- 
houses, whether  public  or  private,  or  cheese  being  held  for  the  purpose  of 
curing. 

(2)  Current  trading  stocks  of  cheese  to  include  all  cheese  held  o.i 
dealers'  floors  for  the  purpose  of  current  use  or  sale. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  foregoing  group  that  the  change  in  def- 
initions should  not  be  made  before  May  1,  1932.

A  Produce  Agency  case  is  scheduled  for  trial  in  the  District  Court 
at  Tampa,  Fla.,  on  November  30.

Evans,  of  the  regulatory  branch  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
will  arrive  at  Tampa  about  November  27  to  help  the  assistant  United  States 
attorney  in  preparing  this  case  for  trial.  J.  B.  Horigan,  of  the  Solicitor's 
office,  will  also  go  to  Tampa  some  time  this  week  to  assist  with  this  case. 
Before  returning  to  Washington,  Mr.  Evans  will  make  investigations  in  other

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SECRETARY  MAKES  AWARD  IN  FAVOR  OF 

COMPLAINANT  UNDER  P.  A.   C.  ACT. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  issued  an  order  in  the  sum  of  $573, 
in  favor  of  the  complainant  in  a  case  brought  under  the  Perishable  Agri- 
cultural Commodities  Act  by  Baker  Bros. ,  of  Woodside,  Del. ,  against  Mersel  & 
Fortgang,  of  Nev;  York  City. 

In  September,  1930,  Baker  Bros,  sold  Mersel  &  Fortgang  one  carload 
of  King  David  apples  for  export  and  two  truckloads  of  Winesap  apples. 
Mersel  &  Fortgang  received  and  paid  for  the  King  David  apples,  but  the 
steamship  company  refused  to  receive  them  on  the  ground  that  they  were  not 
suitable  for  export.  They  thereupon  refused  to  pay  Baker  Bros,  for  the 
two  truckloads  of  Winesap  apples.  Baker  Bros,  in  turn  complained  against 
Mersel  &  Fortgang  on  the  ground  of  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account. 

SECRETARY  HYDE  LIMITS  SUBSISTENCE 

ALLOWANCE  TO  REDUCE  EXPENDITURES. 

In  the  interest  of  reducing  expenditures  and  conserving  appropriations. 
Secretary  Hyde  has  issued  Memorandum  No.  621,  dated  November  7,  which  reads 
in  part  as  follows: 

"Effective  November  15,  1931,  and  continuing  until  further  notice, 
the  maximum  per  diem  allov;ance  payable  in  the  Department  in  lieu  of  subsis- 
tence expenses  will  be  $5.00  and  the  maximum  allowance  for  actual  expenses 
of  subsistence  will  be  $6.00  per  diem.  These  maximum  rates  will  apply  to 
all  officers  and  employees  of  the  Department  when  in  a  travel  status  in  the' 
continental  United  States. 

"For  official  travel  beyond  the  limits  of  the  continental  United 
States  a  per  diem  of  not  to  exceed  $6.00  in  lieu  of  subsistence  expenses 
or  actual  subsistence  expenses  not  to  exceed  an  average  of  $7.00  per  diem 
may  be  allowed. "

WORLD  HISTORY  IN  THE  MAKING,  by  McKinley,  Howard  and  Daun,  touches 
briefly  on  the  merchandising  and  shipment  of  grain  in  the  Years  461  -  431 
B.  C,  according  to  a  recent  issue  of  the  Project  Letter  of  the  Grain 
Division.  This  grain  trade  was  not  handled  by  private  merchants,  but  was 
under  the  supervision  of  officials  appointed  for  the  purpose  under  Athe- 
nian law.  The  grain  was  transported  under  guard  in  oar-propelled  boats 
from  the  land  of  the  Scythians  to  port  of  Piraeus.  At  Athens  the  grain 
v/as  carefully  inspected,  after  which  one-third  of  the  amount  could  be  ex- 
ported. Ten  times  each  year  the  officials  considered  the  condition  of  the 
trade  and  the  amount  of  grain  on  hand.

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SECRETARY  HYDE  DISCUSSES 

NATIONAL  LAND  POLICY  PLANS. 

Secretary  Hyde  told  press  representatives  on  Monday  afternoon  that 
from  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the  total  agricultural  crop  area  of  360,000,000 
acres  is  classed  as  "submarginal"  land,  and  should  be  taken  out  of  cultiva- 
tion. He  issued  a  statement  containing  18  recommendations  for  a  proposed 
national  land  policy  by  delegates  attending  the  Land  Utilization  Conference 
held  at  Chicago,  November  19  to  21.  This  Bureau's  representatives  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  program  included  Mr.  Olsen,  Mr.  Englund,  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray, 
Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  and  Norman  J.  Wall. 

Recommendation  No.  4,  of  the  Chicago  conference,  requests  that  Secre- 
tary Hyde  call  at  an  early  date  a  conference  of  representatives  of  various 
credit  agencies  engaged  in  making  loans  to  farmers,  for  the  purpose  of  for'iiu- 
lating  a  definite  and  coordinate  program  which  credit  agencies  may  adopt  to 
assist  in  bringing  about  immediate  readjustment  in  land  utilization  and  farm 
organization.  Secretary  Hyde  said  that  this  conference  would  be  called  at 
an  early  date. 

Recommendation  No.  5  deals  with  the  outlock  work  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.     It  reads: 

"It  is  imperative  that  the  program  of  outlook  work  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  Colleges 
be  continued  and  expanded  m  order  to  provide  a  sound  economic 
basis  for  planning  the  use  of  land  for  agricultural  purposes, 
for  determining  the  changes  and  adjustments  of  land  use  that 
will  be  required  as  economic  conditions  change  and  for  deter- 
mining desirable  readjustments  in  areas  devoted  to  agriculture 
as  a  vital  part  of  the  outlook  program.  We  recommend  the 
preparation  and  publication  at  frequent  intervals  of  national 
and  local  outlock  reports  containing  unequivocal  and  under- 
standable statements  representing  the  best  judgment  of  national. 
State,  and  local  outlook  workers  concerning  the  trend  of  supply 
and  demand  for  the  different  agricultural  commodities  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  country  in  the  years  ahead." 

Other  recommendations  were  made  regarding  the  administration  of  the 
public  domain,  watershed  protection,  protection  of  school  lands,  the  econcmic 
ventory  of  land  resources  and  classification  of  soils,  homestead  lands, 
taxation,  licensing  of  land  development  enterprises,  regional  competition, 
reclamation,  use  of  marginal  land,  public  retention  or  acquisition  of  land 
soil  conservation,  land  utilization,  decentralization  of  industry  and  its 
effect  upon  land  utilization. 

The  appointment  of  committees  to  be  known  as  the  "National  Land  Use 
Planning  Committee,"  and  the  "National  Advisory  and  Legislative  Committee  cr. 
Land  Use"  was  recommended  at  the  Chicago  conference.  The  National  Land  Us; 
Planning  Committee  would  be  composed  of  five  representatives  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  one  from  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  three  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  one  from  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Board,  and  five  from  the 
Land  Grant  College  Association. 
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HAY,  FEED.  AND  SEED  INSPECTION 
MEN  TO  MEET  IN  CONFERENCE. 

The  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  will  hold  a  conference  of  its 
inspection  supervisors  at  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  the  week  of  December  7,  at  which 
hay  and  bean  standardization  and  inspection  y.'ill  be  the  principal  matters  of 
discussion.  The  Washington  office  will  be  represented  by  W.  A.  Wheeler,  in 
charge,  G.  C.  Edler,  E.  C.  Parker,  W.  H.  Hosterman,  and  J.  E,  Barr.

SUCCESSFUL  SERIES  OF  POTATO  OUTLOOK 

CONFERENCES  HELD  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Eleven  successful  potato  outlook  conferences,  sponsored  by  the  North 
Carolina  Extension  Service,  the  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  of  which  this  Bureau  is  a 
member,  v/ere  conducted  in  North  CaiOlina  during  the  week  of  November  2.  A. 
E.  Mercker,  secretary  of  the  Interstate  Potato  Committee,  reports  that  there 
v/as  a  larger  attendance  at  these  meetings  than  at  similar  ones  held  in  the 
State  last  year.  Greater  interest  on  the  part  of  growers  was  manifested,  he 
says,  and  more  discussion  on  the  part  of  growers  took  place  than  last  year. 

Nearly  all  the  dealers  were  awaiting  this  series  of  meetings  in  or- 
der to  arrange  their  plans  for  1932.  As  indicating  that  growers  are  begin- 
ning to  consider  economic  information  seriously  when  planning  their  produc- 
tion programs,  some  of  them  at  the  meetings  expressed  the  same  views  as  those 
advanced  by  Mr.  Mercker  a,nd  Charles  A.  Sheffield,  assistant  director  of  the 
North  Carolina  Extension  Service,  and  R.  B.  Etheridge,  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Division   of  Markets,    who   assisted   in   conducting   the  meetings.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  MAILING 

BLUEPRINTS  AND  DRAWINGS. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Admini- 
stration, calls  attention  to  the  following  communication  received  from  the 
Postmaster,  Washington,  D.  C: 

"Complaints  are  received  by  this  office  that  rolls  of  blueprints 
and  drav.'ings  mailed  by  the  various  Government  departments  frequently  reach 
destination  considerably  delayed.  Mail  matter  of  this  class  is  at  all 
times  dispatched  from  this  office  as  first-class  matter,  but  as  blueprints 
and  drawings  are  classed  as  fourth-class  matter,  it  appears  that  employees 
of  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  in  the  absence  of  any  indorsement  to  show 
that  they  should  be  treated  as  letter  mail,  are  treating  such  mail  as  matter 
of  the  fourth  class.  When  handled  as  fourth-class  matter  the  rolls  are 
sent  to  railway  post  office  terminals  for  distribution  and  are  thereby 
delayed  in  reaching  the  addresses. 

"With  a  vie?/  to  having  these  rolls  reach  the  addressees  by  the  most 
direct  routes,  the  same  as  letter  mail,  it  is  requested  that  instructions 
be  issued  to  all  concerned  that  the  wrappers  of  rolls  of  blueprints  and 
drawings  be  hereafter  conspicuously  marked  'First  Class.'  Your  cooperation 
in  this  matter  will  be  appreciated." 

THREE  CAN  LIVE  MORE 
"  CHEAPLY  THAN  ONE 

Three  of  the  young  men  in  the  messenger  pool  are  solving  the  high  cost 
of  living.  Allen  Edwards,  of  Georgia,  Joseph  Kirby,  of  Massachusetts,  and 
Astor  Pounders,  of  Alabama,  finding  their  salaries  hardly  sufficient  to  pay 
for  board  and  room  and  clothing,  have  taken  a  small  apartment  together  and 
are  cocking  their  own  meals.  As  the  apartment  is  within  walking  distance  of 
the  office,  a  saving  is  made  in  carfare.  The  living  arrangement  was  Ur. 
Edwards'  idea.  He  was  in  the  Navy  for  a  number  of  years  and  learned  the  art 
of  cooking.  The  other  boys  are  benefiting  by  his  knowledge,  for  he  prepares 
most  of  the  meals.  Messrs.  Kirby  and  Pounders  wash  the  dishes,  and  they  all 
assist  with  the  cleaning.  The  group  saw  to  it  that  the  apartment  was  in 
good  condition  before  they  moved  in.  by  doing  necessary  varnishing  and  add- 
ing other  touches.  They  pooled  their  resources  and  bought  a  radio,  which 
supplies  the  necessary  amusement  on  the  evenings  they  are  not  in  class  at 
Central  High  School. 

These  boys  have  been  living  together  for  a  month  and  a  half  now., 
pretty  good  evidence  that  the  arrangement  is  a  harmonious  one.  Mr.  Edwards 
says  that  one  of  the  group  told  him  he  would  have  returned  to  his  home  if 
he  had  not  met  the  other  two  and  found  a  better  way  to  live. 

KANS AS_CI  1T_0FFICES_^0 OPE^  ATE 
IN_^DGING_CONTESTS  _~  ~ 

Members  of  the  Kansas  City  Grain  and  the  Hay.  Feed,  and  Seed  offices 
assisted  in  the  thii'd  annual  intercollegiate  grain  judging  contest  in  con- 
nection with  the  American  Royal  Live  Stock  Show  last  week. 

The  contests  were  in  commercial  grading  of  hay,  cotton,  and  grain;  in 
judging  various  cereals  from  a  standpoint  of  the  seeds;  and  in  identifying 
Various  plants,  plant  diseases,  and  seeds.

BUREAU  BREVITIES 

THE  INFLUENCE  OF  WEATHER  ON  CROPS  is  the  subject  of  a  printed  bib- 
liography, totalling  more  than  two  thousand  references,  v/hich  has  just  been 
issued  as  Miscellaneous  Publication  118.  Mrs.  A.  M.  Hannay,  bibliographical 
assistant  in  our  Bureau  library,  compiled  the  bibliography  under  the  general 
direction  of  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy.  IVith  a  fev/  exceptions  of  historical  signi- 
ficance, the  study  is  limited  to  the  period  between  1900  and  1930.  There  is 
an  extensive  author  and  subject  index. 

CAR-LOT  SHIPMENTS  OF  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  FROM  STATIONS  in  the 
United  States   for  the  Calendar  Years  1928  and  1929,    (Statistical  Bulle- 
tin 35S),   is  a  new  bulletin  in  the  statistical  series  of  the  Department. 
The   information  presented  supplements   that   in  Statistical   Bulletin  27, 
"Car-lot  Shipments  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables   from  Stations  in  the  United 
States  for  The  Calendar  Years  1926  and  1927,"    It  is  based  upon  information 
secured  by  the  market  nev/s  service  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
from  monthly  mail  reports  covering  34  fruits  and  vegetables,  mixed  citrus 
and  deciduous  fruits,  and  mixed  vegetables,   furnished  by  about  15,000  sta- 
tion agents  of  railroad,    express,    and  boat  companies.     These   reports  are 
checked  with  daily  telegraphic  reports  furnished  by  the  operating  depart- 
ments of  the  carriers.     Footnote  credit  is  given  Mrs.  Leona  Norgren  for  the 
oompilations .

"I  have  been  glad  to  learn  of  the  earnest  desire  of  Government 
employees  to  have  an  opportunity  to  join  in  relieving  distress  growing 
out  of  unemployment.  The  officers  and  employees  of  Federal  and  District 
establishments  were  most  generous  in  their  response  last  year  to  the  appeal 
of  the  local  relief  agencies,  and  I  am  confident  that  current  needs  will 
find  equally  hearty  support.

SURVEY  OF  STOCKS  OF 

ROUGH  RICE  TO  BE  MADE. 

A  survey  of  stocks  of  rough  rice  ir  country  and  terminal  warehouses 
has  just  been  started  by  the  Market  News  Project  of  the  Division  of  Hay. 
Feed,  and  Seed,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  extension  forces  of  the  three 
Southern  rice  producing  States.  The  information  to  be  gathered  will  be  of 
particular  importance,  since,  together  with  the  statistics  on  milled  stocks 
now  being  obtained  by  this  project,  they  will  form  a  basis  for  revising  th«= 
Bureau's  rice  production  figures  much  earlier  in  the  season  than  heretofore. 
The  Division  of  Crop  Estimates  will  obtain  statistics  of  farm  stocks,  which 
together  with  the  tv/o  sets  of  figures  of  the  Division  of  Kay.  Feed,  and 
Seed,  will  provide  complete  information  as  to  supplies  of  rice  on  December  1. 

F.  J.  Hosking,  of  the  Division  of  Hay.  Feed,  and  Seed,  has  been  ir. 
the  field  arranging  details  of  the  survey  with  district  and  county  agents 
in  /Arkansas.  Louisiana,  and  Texas  He  has  also  renewed  contacts  with  the 
trade  in  the  interest  of  the  rice  market  news  service. 

NEW  DEVICE  AIDS  IN 

POULTRY  INSPECTION  WORK. 

A  poultry  croptometer  recently  has  been  developed  oy  represenia- 
tives  of  the  New  York  office-  of  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Division.  It  is  a 
small  caliper-like  device,  fitting  into  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  is  used  by 
live  poultry  inspectors  in  measuring  the  amount  of  feed  in  xhe  crops  of  live 
poultry.  The  inspector,  holding  the  bird  in  one  hand,  applies  the  croptome- 
ter with  the  other  and  reads  the  amount  of  feed  directly  in  ounces  on  a 
graduated  scale. 

All  live  poultry  arriving  in  New  York  City  is  inspected  for  condition 
by  the  Joint  Live  Poultry  Inspection  Service,  which  is  maintained  by  the 
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Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Nev/  YorK  Live  Poultry  Coromission  Merchants 
A^^sociatior .  Regulations  of  the  New  York  City  Health  Department  require, 
among  other  things,  that  no  poultry  may  be  unloaded  if  the  crops  contain 
more  than  two  ounces  of  feed.  The  poultry  croptoraeter  v;as  developed  to  aid 
inspectors  in  measuring  the  amount  of  feed  in  crops  in  order  that  this  regu- 
lation may  be  properly  enforced. 

GRAIN  OFFICES  HAVE  BUSY  QUARTER 
YEAR  HANDLING  APPEALS. 

Tabulation  of  reports  covering  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  fiscal 
year  shov/s  that  the  field  offices  of  the  Grain  Division  have  been  busy 
handling  appeals.  During  thic  three-month  period  a  total  of  36,181  appeals 
were  handled,  an  increase  of  30  per  cent  over  the  same  period  last  year. 
These  appeals  covered  8,752  "receipts,"  or  lots  inspected  upon  arrival,  and 
27,429  "shipments,"  or  outbound  inspections.  Of  the  total  number  of  inspec- 
tions, 317  lots  were  grain  ir  steamer,  barge,  and  elevator  bins,  totaling 
more  than  36  million  bushels.  On  receipts,  the  grade  appealed  from  was 
sustained  in  55  per  cent  of  the  cascT,  raised  in  18.7  per  cent,  and  lowered 
in  26.3  per  cent.  On  shipments,  the  grade  v/as  sustained  in  96.1  per  cent, 
raised  in  1  per  cent,  and  lowered  in  2.9  per  cent. 

The  fees  collected  on  the  appeals  in  v/hich  the  grade  was  sustained 
amounted  to  !|64,177.50.

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COMPENSATORY  LEAVE  UNDER  THE 

SATURDAY  HALF-HOLIDAY  LAW . 

In  order  to  clear  up  the  question  of  granting  compensatory  time  in 
the  case  of  employees  required  to  work  on  Saturday  afternoons,  the  follow- 
ing facts  are  furnished  for  the  information  of  supervisory  officials  and 
employees  both  in  Washington  and  the  field. 

The  Act  approved  on  March  3,  1931,  known  as  the  Saturday  Half-Holiday 
Law  provides  in  part: 

"That  in  all  cases  where  for  special  public  reasons,  to  be  determined 
by  the  head  of  the  Department  or  establishment  having  supervision  or  con- 
trol of  such  employees,  the  services  of  such  employees  cannot  be  spared, 
such  employees  shall  be  entitled  to  an  equal  shortening  of  the  work  day  on 
some  other  day. " 

If  the  employee  is  required  to  work  on  Saturday  after  1:00  p.m.,  he 
must  be  granted  an  equivalent  amount  of  leave  on  another  work  day,  which  is 
known  as  compensatory  leave.  The  Comptroller  General  has  ruled  that  in  so 
far  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  will  permit,  such  compensatory  short- 
ening should  be  on  a  day  during  the  week  immediately  following  the  Saturday 
on  which  more  than  four  hours  of  work  was  required.  The  Solicitor  of  the 
Department  has  rendered  an  opinion  to  the  effect  that; 

"The  exigencies  of  the  service  must  govern,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
compensatory  time  must  be  granted  as  soon  as  practicable." 

The  Comptroller  General  has  ruled  that  compensatory  time  cannot  be 
ta^'on  in  installments;  and  neither  can  it  be  lumped  and  granted  in  the  ag- 
gregate. However,  he  has  stated  that  if  the  aggregate  overtime  is  less 
than  a  regular  v/ork  day  "the  law  would  not  preclude  granting  such  compen- 
satory time  by  shortening  some  one  regular  v/ork  day."  Thus  an  accumulated 
six  and  one-half  hours,  but  not  seven  hours,  may  be  granted  the  seven-hour 
worker;   the  day  may  be  shortened  but  not  completely  absorbed. 

The  Comptroller  General  has  also  ruled  that  there  can  be  no  intent  to 
include  in  the  provisions  of  the  Act  employees  hired  during  an  emergency  with 
compensation  by  the  hour  for  hours  actually  worked. 

In  the  case  of  an  employee  working  more  than  three  hours  overtime  on 
Saturdajr,  the  Comptroller  has  decided  that  only  %.]1L§.§.  hours  may  be  counted  as 
compensatory  time  for  those  who  regularly  v/ork  seven  hours  a  day. 

When  the  hours  are  unfixed  and  fluctuate  with  service  needs  and  pay- 
ment is  for  the  time  actually  worked,  the  Act  does  not  apply. 

The  Solicitor  has  held  that  in  the  case  of  cooperative  employees 
whose  salaries  are  paid  partly  by  the  Federal  Government  and  partly  by  the 
cooperating  agency  these  employees  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Satur- 
day Half-Holiday  Law.  Those  receiving  their  salaries  entirely  from  a  coop- 
erating agency  do  not  come  under  the  Act.

FARM  ECONOMIC  ASSOCIATION  MEETING. 

The  American  Farm  Economic  Association  will  have  three  very  full 
days  at  their  meeting  at  the  Willard  Hotel,  Washington,  D.  C,  December  28, 
29  and  30.  The  names  of  many  speakers  appear  on  the  program,  prominent 
among  whom  are  representatives  of  this  Bureau. 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge.  Division  of  Land  Economics,  will  act  as 
chairman  at  the  morning  session  Monday,  the  opening  day,  when  the  subject 
under  consideration  will  be  "The  Agricultural  Situation  and  Outlook."  L.  H. 
Bean  and  Lawrence  Myers,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research, 
will  act  as  discussion  leaders.  "The  Human  Factor  in  Agriculture"  will  be 
the  subject  at  the  joint  luncheon  session  to  b©  held  with  the  Rural  Sociol- 
ogy Section  of  the  American  Sociological  Society.  In  the  afternoon  "Foreign 
Competition  and  International  Financial  Conditions  Affecting  the  Demand  for 
Agricultural  Products"  will  be  discussed,  and  in  the  evening,  "Adjustments 
in  Agricultural  Production,  Taxation,  and  Credit."  To  the  latter,  Mr.  Eng- 
lund  will  contribute  a  paper  on  "Adjustments  in  Taxation"  and  Norman  J. 
Wall,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  one  on  "Adjustments  in  Credit." 

Tuesday  morning  the  American  Farm  Economic  Association  will  meet  with 
the  National  Association  of  Marketing  Officials  for  consideration  of  the 
subject  "Marketing  Research."  As  a  part  of  this  meeting  Mr,  Olsen  will  dis- 
cuss "A  National  Marketing  Research  Program  for  Agriculture"  and  F.  V,  Waugh 
of  the  New  England  Research  Council,  "Value  of  Marketing  Research  to  the  Con- 
sumer." The  luncheon  session  on  Tuesday  will  take  up  the  subject  "The  Health 
of  the  Society  and  Work  Ahead;"  the  afternoon  session,  "Teaching  Agricultural 
Marketing,"  and  "Readjustments  in  Labor  and  Power  on  the  Farm."  "The  Origin 
and  Development  of  Farm  Economics,  and  the  Contributions  of  the  Late  W.  J. 
Spillman  (former  member  of  this  Bureau)"  will  be  the  subject  at  the  joint 
dinner  in  the  evening  with  the  National  Association  of  Marketing  Officials." 

On  Wednesday  the  American  Farm  Economic  Association  v/ill  hold  a 
j oint • meeting  with  the  American  Statistical  Association,  at  which  the  sub- 
ject at  the  morning  session  v/ill  be  "Shifts  and  Trends  in  the  Demand  for 
Agricultural  Products."  Elmer  J.  Working,  Division  of  Statistical  and 
Historical  Research,  v/ill  contribute  a  paper,  entitled,  "Indications  of 
Changes  in  the  Demand  for  Agricultural  Products:  Shifts  and  Trends  indi- 
cated by  Some  Studies  Made  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics."  "The 
National  Economic  Outlook"  v/ill  be  discussed  at  a  joint  luncheon  with  the 
American  Statistical  Association.  The  meeting  will  adjourn  after  considera- 
tion of  the  subject  "Readjustments  in  Farm  Organization"  in  the  afternoon. 

GOVERNMENT  GRADED  TURKEYS 

"FINEST  ON  THE  MARKET." 

The  grading  of  turkeys  according  to  the  Bureau's  grades  has  received 
a  strong  impetus  as  a  result  of  the  series  of  turkey  grading  schools  conduct- 
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ed  in  the  West  this  autumn.  Rob  R.  Slocura  and  T.  W.  Heitz,  of  the  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  and  H.  L.  Shrader,  of  the  Extension  Service, 
v/ho  jointly  and  separately  had  charge  of  these  schools  at  points  in  the 
States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Utah,  Wyoming,  Idaho,  Montana,  and  Washington, 
are  highly  pleased  with  the  results  of  their  v/ork.  In  practically  every 
instance  the  Department  men  were  assisted  either  by  representatives  of  the 
State  Colleges  or  State  Departments  of  Agriculture,  or  of  both,  Mr.  Slo- 
cum  says  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  revised  grades  met  with  greater  ap- 
proval than  the  old  grades  on  the  part  of  growers,  pool  managers,  and  in- 
dependent dealers,  and  that  this  v;as  especially  true  of  the  revised  grade 
names . 

Although  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  has  held  turkey 
grading  schools  in  some  of  the  above  States  for  two  or  three  years.  Messrs. 
Slocum,  Heitz,  and  Shrader  v/ere  suprised  at  the  high  interest  in  this  phase 
of  the  Bureau's  work  that  had  been  maintained.  The  large  attendance,  in- 
cluding not  only  men  who  were  attenipting  to  qualify  for  licenses  as  turkey 
graders  but  many  growers  as  well,  was  particularly  impressive.  It  was 
gratifying,  too,  to  see  how  intensely  interested  all  were  to  receive  in- 
struction in  grading. 

That  training  received  at  earlier  schools  had  had  its  effect  was 
evident  in  several  ways,  Growers  v/ho  had  become  familiar  with  the  Bureau's 
grades  held  over  some  of  their  unfinished  turkeys  because  they  found  wher. 
they  dressed  them  out  they  did  not  meet  the  Burau's  standards.  As  a  result 
fewer  turkeys  were  available  for  grading  at  the  schools  than  had  been  ex- 
pected. Much  improvement  over  former  years  was  shown  in  the  improved  dress- 
ing of  the  birds.  They  v;ere  uniformly  cleaner  than  in  other  years,  all 
feathers  having  been  removed  except  th^  fan  feathers,  whereas  previously  the 
growers  would  frequently  leave  the  long  wing  feathers,  those  around  the  hock, 
and  the  neck  feathers.  The  necessity  of  empty  crops  was  also  better  ob- 
served than  formerly. 

Mr.  Heitz  examined  18  out  of  20  cars  of  Government  graded  turkeys 
that  were  shipped  from  the  West  to  New  York,  and  he  reported  that  the  grad- 
ing met  the  Bureau's  requirements  in  every  instance.  One  pool  did  not  fol- 
low instructions  as  to  packing,  causing  some  difficulty  and  resulting  ir. 
financial  adjustment  between  the  pool  and  the  receiver. 

Mr.  Heitz  says  that  the  demand  for  Government  graded  turkeys  in  New 
York  was  much  larger  than  the  supply.  One  sales  agency  reported  that  it 
could  have  sold  twice  as  many  as  it  was  able  to  get.  The  dealers'  comnients 
were  that  these  were  the  finest  turkeys  on  the  market. 

BUREAU_:SJVORK  DISPLAYED  TO  ADVANTAGE 
AT  IMPORTANT  LIVESTOCK  SHOWS . 

The  Bureau  has  just  completed  a  series  of  successful  meat  exhibits  ir. 
cooperation  with  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board  and  with  local  inter- 
ests in  several  cities.  At  the  Kansas  National  Livestock  Show  in  Wichita. 
Kans..  November  S-12  inclusive,  the  Bureau's  beef  grades,  consisting  of 
prime,  choice,  good  and  medium  carcasses,  were  the  outstanding  feature.  In 
addition,  lamb  and  pork  cuts  also  attracted  much  attention,  according  tc 
W.  C.  Davis  of  the  Division  of  Livestock.  Meats,  and  Wool,  who  prepared  and 
was  in  charge  of  the  exhibit. 

At  the  American  Royal  Livestock  Show  in  Kansas.  City,  Mo..  November 
14-21  inclusive,  Mr.  Davis  and  Arthur  T.  Edinger  of  the  division  cooperated 
with  the  National  Livestock  and  Meat  Board  iu  the  preparation  of  the  meat 
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exhibits.  Methods  of  making  retail  cuts  of  lamb  v/ere  featured  here,  as  were 
also  graded  and  stamped  lamb  carcasses,  An  exhibit  of  economy  cuts  of  all 
kinds  of  retail  meats,  with  the  price  at  which  these  cuts  could  be  purchased, 
was  especially  interesting  to  the  spectators.  This  display  was  made  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  the  fact  that  meat  prices  are  relatively  low  com- 
pared with  other  food  products,  and  to  show  that  many  cuts,  sufficient  for 
a  meal  of  an  average-sized  family,  can  be  purchased  for  50  cents  or  less.  Among 
the  other  exhibits  were  cuts  of  beef  and  lamb,  and  the  carcasses  of  hogs, 
showing  the  four  grades  tentatively  agreed  upon  by  the  Bureau  and  the  trade. 

Mr.  Davis  cooperated  in  a  similar  exhibit  at  the  International  Live- 
stock Show  in  Chicago,  November  28-Deceraber  5.  The  Bureau's  beef  grades  and 
and  four  grades  of  pork  carcasses  and  cuts,  representing  the  tentative 
grades  which  are  now  in  course  of  promulgation,  were  featured  here.  An 
attractive  lamb  exhibit  of  choice  grade  carcasses  and  all  the  newer  retail 
cuts  of  lamb  filled  one  case.  Another  case  displayed  beef,  pork,  and  lamb 
from  some  of  the  Experiment  Stations  and  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of 
the  Department.  A  sow  and  suckling  pigs  molded  by  a  Miss  Johnson  of  Ohio 
State  College,  entirely  of  lard,  was  a  novelty  that  attracted  considerable 
attention. 

Meat  judging  contests  were  held  in  connection  with  the  American  Royal 
Livestock  Show  and  the  International  Livestock  Show,  and  at  both  of  these 
the  Bureau  representatives  acted  as  judges.  Kansas  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture won  the  intercollegiate  meat  judging  contest  at  each  of  these  shows, 
which  was  the  first  time  since  the  contests  have  been  held  that  the  same 
team  has  taken  these  honors. 

Carroll  F.  Duvall  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Information,  who  as- 
sisted at  the  information  booth  at  the  International  Livestock  Show,  reports 
that  the  public  thronged  the  booth  and  were  eager  for  information  and  De- 
partment literature.  Mr.  Duvall  arranged  an  exhibit  of  the  Bureau's  out- 
look charts  on  beef,  cattle,  hogs,  lamb,  sheep,  mutton,  and  v/ool  at  this 
show.    He  says  there  was  a  marked  increase  over  the  attendance  of  last  year.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

LAND  UTILIZATION  AND  THE  FARM  PROBLEM.  Miscellaneous  Publication  No. 
97.  by  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge,  and  Dr.  0.  E-  Baker.  Division  of  Land  Eco- 
nomics, has  been  included  as  a  pa^'t  of  the  required  reading  course  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  according  to  Dr.  Clarence  Foe,  president  and 
editor,  the  Progressive  Farmer  and  Southern  Ruralist.  Dr.  Poe  has  written 
as  follows  to  Dr  Gray: 

"In  preparing  for  the  American  Library  Association  its  new  Reading 
Course  No.    62,    Farm  Life:     Problems  and  Opportunities,    it  was  a  great 
pleasure  to  include  in  the  course   for  required  reading   'Land  Utilization 
and  Farm  Problems,'  written  by  you  and  Dr.  0.  E.  Baker." 

STANDARD  GRADES  FOR  FIRE-CURED  TOBACCO  (U.  S.  Types  21,  22,  23  and  24) 
are  briefly  explained  by  Frank  B.  Wilkinson  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  in  To- 
bacco Circular  of  November  11.  1931.  Definitions,  specifications,  and  grad- 
ing rules  have  been  eliminated. 

PROTECTION  AFFORDED  THE  PRODUCER  under  the  United  States  Grain  Stand- 
ards Act  is  a  mimeographed  paper  by  Willis  B.  Combs  of  the  Gram  Division. 
The  subject  is  discussed  under  such  sub-divisions  as:  "Why  Grain  is  Graded;" 
"Grading  at  the  Country  Elevator:"  "Official  Inspection  at  Country  Points;" 
"Official  Inspection  at  Terminal  Markets;"  and  "Appeal  Certificates." 

TENTATIVE  MARKET  CLASSES  AND  GRADES  OF  GREEN  SALTED  KIPS  AND  CALF- 
SKINS (Revised)  have  been  drafted  and  released  in  mimeographed  form  in 
response  to  an  urgent  and  widespread  demand  for  fixed  uniform  standards  for 
those  commodities.  The  purpose  of  these  standards  is  to  eliminate,  so  far 
as  possible,  the  uncertainty  and  confusion  which  inevitably  exists  in  the 
grading  of  any  commodity  which  lacks  such  standards.

FARM  AND  VILLAGE  HOME  BUILDING  AND  OWNERSHIP  is  the  title  of  a 
selected  bibliography  which  has  been  compiled  by  J.  C.  Folsom,  Division  of 
Land  Economics,  as  a  phase  of  his  work  on  the  Committee  on  Farm  and  Village 
Housing  of  the  President's  Conference  on  Home  Building  and  Home  Ovmership.

ADVERTISEMENTS  OF  FOREIGN  FLAG  SHIPS. 

Dr.  W.  W.  Stockberger,  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administra- 
tion, calls  attention  to  the  following  resolution  adopted  October  6,  1931, 
by  the  National  Standing  Committee  on  the  Merchant  Marine,  regarding  "Dis- 
continuance of  Display  in  Governmental  Offices  of  Pictures  and  Advertising 
Matter  of  Foreign  Flag  Ships:" 

"RESOLUTION 
Adopted  October  6,  1931,  by  the  National 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Merchant  Marine  re- 
garding discontinuance  of  display  in  govern- 
mental offices  of  pictures  and  advertising 
matter  of  foreign  flag  ships. 
"WHEREAS,    it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  National  Standing 
Committee  on  the  Merchant  Marine,  in  session  this  6th  day  of  October,  1931, 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  that  certain  Government  offices  throughout  the  United 
States  are  displaying  in  places  frequented  by  the  general  public,  pictures 
Qf  foreign  merchant  ships;  and 

"WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Government  has,  through  various  legislative 
Acts  of  the  National  Congress  and  in  other  v/ays,   followed  a  well-defined 
policy  of  doing  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  develop  and  maintain  the 
American  Merchant  Marine,  and 

"WHEREAS,  The  needless  displaying  of  pictures  of  foreign  merchant 
ships  has  a  tendency  to  disparage  American-flag  services  and  advertise 
those  maintained  by  our  maritime  competitors,  all  of  which  must  obviously 
result  in  material  disadvantage  to  American  shipowners  and  operators,  now 
therefore 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED,  By  the  National  Standing  Committee  on  the  Merchant 
Marine,  assembled  at  Washington,  D,  C,  this  6th  day  of  October,  1931,  that 
steps  be  taken  to  discountenance  the  practice  above  referred  to,  and  that 
proper  representations  be  made  to  the  several  executive  departments  and 
independent  offices,  looking  to  the  substitution  of  American  for  foreign 
ships  in  any  such  public  display  of  pictures;  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  be 
requested  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Federal  authorities 
concerned,  with  request  that,  if  the  public  interest  permits,  governmental 
offices  throughout  the  United  States  make  no  further  display  of  photographs 
and  other  pictures  and  advertising  matter  relating  to  foreign  merchant  ships 
and  shipping  services." 

Dr.  Stockberger  also  directs  attention  to  Paragraph  712  of  the  Admin- 
strative  Regulations  of  the  Department,  which  forbids  the  display  of  all 
advertising  matter  j,n  offices  and  laboratories.

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AGRICULTURAL  APPROPRIATION  BILL 
EQS_IHE-FISCAL"_.yEAR.  1 955 .. 

Hearings  on  the  agricultural  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year 
1933  are  scheduled  to  begin  today,  December  15.  The  estimates  for  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  total  $6,785,953.  This  is  an  apparent 
decrease  of  approximately  $475,000  below  the  funds  available  for  the  current 
year.  When  it  is  considered,  however,  that  a  saving  of  approximately 
$400,000  is  being  made  during  the  current  year,  through  economies  and  post- 
ponements, the  reduction  is  only  f?75,000.  This  decrease  is  a  part  of  the 
Federal  program  of  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  Government. 

Further  operating  economies  and  the  postponement  of  projects  v,herever 
possible  without  serious  loss  to  the  service  will  be  necessary  in  all  divi- 
sions. The  cooperation  of  all  employees  in  eliminating  waste  and  in  in- 
creasing efficiency  is  requested.

MARKET  REPORTS  FOR 
LIBRARY  FILES. 


The  Bureau  Library  is  attempting  to  maintain  complete  files  of  all 
the  market  reports  issued  by  the  Bureau,  except  those  which  are  republished 
In  full  in  CROPS  AND  MARKETS,  or  in  some  other  publication  of  the  Bureau. 
Collecting  these  reports  annually  is  a  tremendous  task  and  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  the  Library  to  do  it  without  the  help  of  the  divisions;  As 
the  year  draws  to  a  close,  the  Library  wishes  to  remind  each  division  that 
it  would  like  to  have  complete  sets  of  the  market  reports  for  1931,  as  soon 
after  January  1,  1932,  as  possible.  They  should  be  arranged  in  order  for 
filing  as  the  personnel  of  the  Library  is  not  sufficient  to  make  it  possi- 
ble for  its  staff  to  arrange  all  these  reports. 

The  Library  wishes  particularly  to  express  its  appreciation  for  two 
files  which  com©  each  year  in  outstandingly  good  condition.  George  C. 
Edler  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  sends  to  the  Library  a  com- 
plete file  of  the  reports  which  he  has  prepared  during  the  past  year,  ar- 
ranged in  order  of  date,  and  laced  in  a  temporary  binder.  Mrs.  Ruth  G. 
Tucker  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  sends  a  file 
of  the  Daily  Market  Reports  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Each  ccmmcdity  is  laced  in  a  separate  binder.  Although  these  reports  are 
prepared  in  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  they  are  used  currently 
in  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  and  that  division 
very  kindly  turns  its  file  over  to  the  Library. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  a  complete  file  of  each  of  these  re- 
ports in  the  Library  was  recently  brought  horn©  when  one  of  the  divisions 
came  to  the  Library  for  a  copy  of  its  ovm  report  for  the  year  1927.  It 
had  formerly  kept  a  copy  in  the  storeroom  at  7th  and  B  Streets.  When  space 
was  needed  the  file  had  been  discarded.  Unfortunately  the  Library  could 
not  supply  it  as  the  present  plan  did  not  go  into  effect  until  1929  and  prior 
to  that  date  the  Library  had  depended  on  the  division  for  the  file  of  that 
particular  report. 

The  cooperation  of  all  who  are  responsible  for  these  reports  is 
earnestly  requested. 
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SERVICE  ON  AGRICULTURAL  CREDIT 
SITUATION  IS  INAUGURATED. 

The  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  inaugurated  a  new  statisti- 
cal service  on  the  agricultural  credit  situation  on  December  1.  This  offers 
for  the  first  time  certain  current  data  on  volume  and  interest  rates  on 
agricultural  loans  similar  to  that  which  have  been  available  heretofore  for 
general  types  of  credit.  The  service  is  included  in  THE  AGRICULTURAL  SITU- 
ATION, issued  regularly  the  first  of  each  month. 

The  initial  statement  on  the  agricultural  credit  situation  showed 
a  steady  decline  the  last  four  years  in  farm  mortgage  loans  by  forty  selected 
life  insurance  companies.  Loans  of  this  type  by  these  companies,  outstanding 
at  the  end  of  August  this  year;  aggregated  51,533,000,000,  which  represents 
a  progressive  decline  from  the  $1,618,000,000  in  mortgages  outstanding  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1927. 

Farm  mortgage  loans  by  Federal  land  banks  at  the  end  of  October 
aggregated  ^1,171,000,000,  a  progre."=sive  decline  from  the  $1,197,000,000 
in  loans  at  the  end  of  the  year  1929.  Loans  by  joint-stock  land  banks  have 
decreased  since  1927,  the  loans  outstanding  at  the  end  of  October  this 
year  being  ^.540,000,000  compared  with  ^667,000,000  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1927.  Loans  by  member  banks  in  the  Federal  reserve  system  aggregated 
$389,000,000  at  the  end  of  June  this  year  as  against  $489,000,000  at  the 
end  of  June,  1926. 

Federal  intermediate  credit  bank  loans  to  financing  agencies  to- 
talled $78,470,000  in  October  this  year,  compared  with  $63,119,000  in  October 
a  year  ago. 

COTTON  SUITABLE  FOR  CURING 

CONCRETE, _ STUDY  REVEALS, 

As  a  discussion  of  a  new  phase  of  the  work  on  the  extension  of  the 
utilization  of  cotton,  the  following  from  the  address  of  R.  J.  Cheatham, 
Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Associated  Contractors, 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  December  10,  is  of  interest: 

"Cotton  cloth  is  a  suitable  covering  for  use   in   curing  concrete. 
It  has  a  longer  life  of  service  than  other  fabrics  used  for  this  purpose. 
Although  its  initial  cost  is  sometimes  greater  than  that  of  other  fabrics 
its  greater  durability  renders  it  more  economical. 

"In  an  effort  to  determine  the  practicability  of  using  cotton  cloth 
for  covering  concrete  during  the  curing  process,  service  tests  have  been 
conducted  on  several  weights  and  types  of  cotton  fabric.  These  tests 
were  conducted  in  cooperation  with  a  leading  road  builder  in  the  South, 
who  used  the  cotton  coverings  alternately  with  those  made  of  burlap.  *** 

"Conclusions:  Inasmuch  as  the  results  of  this  study  show  (1)  that 
cotton  sheets  having  properties  similar  to  those  of  the  modified  wiping 
cloth  developed  in  connection  with  this  test,  will  retain  moisture  approxi- 
mately as  long  as  sheets  made  of  burlap;  (2)  that  the  cost  per  mile  of  road 
constructed  is  considerably  less  for  cotton  sheet.'i  than  for  those  made  of 
burlap;  and  (3)  that  something  like  6.000  bales  of  American  cotton  would  be 
required  by  a  general  use  of  cotton  coverings  for  concrete  during  road 
construction;  it  does  not  seem  presumptuous  to  bring  these  facts  to  your 
attention  or  to  suggest  that,  in  the  interest  of  Southern  agriculture  and 
the  country  as  a  whole,  you  give  the  use  of  cotton  in  road  construction 
operations  your  serious  consideration." 
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MESSRS.  FQLSOM  AND  TUFNER  COMMENDED

the  Committee  on  Farm  and  Village  Housing,  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of 
the  Division  of  Land  Economics: 

"Now  that  the  President's  Conference  is  over  I  am  writing  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  you  for  the  cooperation  that  you  extended.  The  permis- 
sion that  you  granted  us  to  secure  the  information  through  Mr.  Turner  was 
unusually  helpful.  Also,  the  way  you  released  Mr.  Folsom  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  bibliography  is  highly  commendable.

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HAY  SUPERVISORS  COMPLETE  A 

PROFITABLE  FIELD  CONFERENCE. 

The  hay  supervisors  conference  at  Kansas  City,  December  7  to  12  in- 
clusive, was  attended  by  all  the  hay  supervisors,  as  well  as  Messrs.  Wheeler, 
'Parker,  Hosterman,  Edler,  and  Barr  from  the  Washington  office.  Most  of  the 
cime  was  taken  up  with  a  discussion  of  hay  grading  and  inspection  problems, 
v/ith  considerable  thought  given  to  certain  suggested  changes  in  the  hay 
standards  which  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  division  during 
the  last  two  years.  The  problem  of  uniform  interpretation  of  certain 
phases  of  the  standards  was  also  discussed.  It  is  very  essential  that  the 
supervisors  in  the  producing  and  consuming  territories  get  together  occa- 
sionally and  discuss  these  various  problems,  in  order  to  prevent  variations 
in  the  application  of  the  standards. 

Since  most  of  the  supervisors  are  also  interested  in  bean  inspection 
and  seed  verification,  one  full  day  was  devoted  to  bean  standardization  and 
inspection  problems  and  one  short  evening  conference  to  seed  verification 
problems . 

All  the  supervisors  felt  that  they  had  profited  very  materially  frcm 
this  conference,  because  it  gave  everyone  an  opportunity  to  prevent  his  par- 
ticular problems  to  the  other  supervisors. 

NIGHT  INSPECTION  OF  FRUITS  ^ND  VEGET^BIFS 
AT  BOSTON  MARKET  TERMINAL. 

Inspection  service  of  fruits  and  vegetables  between  the  hours  cf 
midnight  and  8:00  a.  m.  is  now  being  given  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  the  Boston  Market  Terminal  under  a  contract 
with  the  railroad  guaranteeing  a  certain  minimum  number  of  inspections 
daring  a  trial  period  of  four  months.  However,  certain  receivers  soon 
began  to  use  this  early  morning  service  to  such  an  extent  that  it  appears 
likely  that  this  work  will  become  permanent. 

STOCKt^EN  EAGER  TO  UNDERSTAND  ;ND 

USE  ECCNOiaC  INFOFMATICN  TFIS  YEAR . 

James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  has  just 
returned  to  Washington  after  spending  six  months  in  the  field,  mostly  in  the 
Western  States.  He  cooperated  with  the  Extension  Service  in  14  States  in 
holding  over  125  livestock  grading  demonstrations  and  livestock  marketing 
meetings,  and  also  addressed  the  Western  Regional  Vccaticnal  Education  Con- 
ferences at  Boise,  Idaho,  and  six  State  conferences  of  Vocational  Agricul- 
tural teachers. 

The  most  striking  thing  Mr.  Wallace  noticed  this  year  in  his  contacts 
with  stockmen  was  the  greatly  increased  interest  by  them  in  the  Department's 
economic  information.  While  in  past  years  considerable  inquiry  would  dt,vclcp 
in  connection  with  Mr.  Wallace's  demonstrations  and  lectures,  this  year  there 
was  a  general  desire  for  broader  knowledge  of  conditions  and  of  ways  of  swing- 
ing local  production  to  meet  the  national  and  international  situation.  A 
vei'y  sober  appreciation  of  the  economic  situation  was  evidenced  everywhere; 
at  the  same  time  there  was  a  hopeful  attitude  in  the  industry,  except  where 
drouth  or  the  overstocked  sheep  situation  was  forcing  liquidation.

NEW  POSTER  ISSUED  SHOWING 

GRADES  OF  SLAUGHTER  COWS^ 

U.  S.  Grades  of  Slaughter  Cows  (Choice,  Good,  Medium,  Ccmmon,  Cutter, 
and  Low  Cutter),  in  poster  form,  the  third  in  a  series  illustrating  in 
colors  standards  for  market  classes  and  grades  af  livestock,  have  just 
been  made  available  by  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool.  The 
first  of  this  series  was  for  Slaughter  Steers;  the  second,  for  Slaughter 
Heifers.  This  Method  of  conveying  accurate  concepts  of  the  U.  S.  Standards 
for  Livestock  has  proved  very  successful  and  second  only  in  popularity  to 
the  plaster  hog  models. 

This  division  is  now  distributing  copies  of  the  new  poster  to  a 
considerable  mailing  list,  including  animal  husbandmen  in  all  agricultural 
colleges  and  experiment  stations,  to  extension  directors,  officials  of  live- 
stock exchanges  and  stock  yard  companies,  the  agricultural  press,  and  a 
number  of  teachers  of  vocational  agriculture.  The  branch  offices  of  the 
division,  of  course,  are  also  being  furnished  with  copies. 
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ANNUAL  STRAWBERRY  OUTLOOK  REPORT  FOR 

OZARK  TERRITORY  AN  APPRECIATED  SERVICE . 

The  annual  outlook  conference  on  strav/berries  in  the  Ozark  terri- 
tory met  on  December  7  in  Monett,  Mo.,  to  prepare  the  outlook  report  for 
1932.  This  conference  v/as  set  up  in  1929  largely  through  the  influence  of 
the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  College  of  Agriculture, 
University  of  Missouri,  at  the  express  desire  of  growers  and  shipping  ad- 
sociations  for  a  "Strawberry  Outlook"  applying  to  the  Ozark  territory. 
Its  purpose  is  to  give  a  survey  of  past  conditions  and  probable  production, 
together  with  demand  and  general  conditions  for  the  coming  year,  covering 
only  the  four  competing  States  of  Arkansas,  Missouri,  Kentucky,  and  Tennes- 
see. The  conference  has  been  divided  each  year  into  three  groups:  (1) 
Committee  on  Production  Policy;  (2)  Committee  on  Publicity  and  Extension; 
(3)  Committee  on  Statistical  Information.  Since  the  origin  of  this  work 
in  1929,  E.  A.  Logan,  representing  this  Bureau  as  State  agricultural  statis- 
tician for  Missouri,  has  acted  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Production 
Policy. 

This  year  the  attendance  was  larger  and  a  greater  interest  was  taken 
in  the  production  policy  than  at  any  previous  time.  Growers  were  present 
from  Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  Kansas.  While  none  came  from  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,   it  is  hoped  that  those  States  v/ill  be  represented  next  year. 

V/e  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Logan  and  his  associate,  H.  C.  R.  Stewart, 
for  a  report  of  this  conference.  They  state  that  they  report  their  parti- 
cipation with  considerable  pride,  as  they  have  abundant  evidence  from  the 
expressions  of  all  those  producing  or  handling  strawberries  in  Missouri  and 
A.rkansas  that  this  work  is  being  well  done,  is  well  received,  and  highly 
appreciated  by  those  who  are  being  served. 

CROP  ESTIMATES  HAS  BEEN  A  BEE  FIVE 
OF  ACTIVITY  IN  RECENT  WEEKS . 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  has  been  a  bee  hive 
of  activity  for  the  last  three  weeks  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
of  the  annual  acreage  revisions.  This  task  has  been  much  greater  than 
usual  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  revise  not  only  the 
current  year's  estimates,  but  also  the  estimates  for  1930  and  1929,  in  order 
to  line  them  up  with  the  Federal  Census  figures.  The  major  crops  -  Wheat 
and  Corn  -  have  been  changed  but  little,  but  for  some  of  the  feed  crops  the 
estimates  had  to  be  lowered  somewhat. 

More  than  12,000  calculations  were  made  during  the  three  days  De- 
cember 13,  14  and  15  in  connection  with  preparing  the  final  figures.  It 
took  nearly  two  tons  of  paper  to  get  out  the  preliminary  advance  releases, 
consisting  of  126  pages  each.  The  entire  staff  of  statisticians  and  clerks 
worked  on  Saturday  afternoon,  December  12,  and  all  day  Sunday,  December  13, 
in  order  to  get  the  report  out  on  time.  To  meet  the  demand  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  for  these  advance  releases  4500  copies  were  mimeographed. 

Work  on  this  report  was  begun  in  the  field  offices  in  October  when 
the  field  statisticians  and  clerks  began  tabulating  the  rural  mail  carrier 
cards,  of  which  nearly  one  million  were  sent  out  through  these  carriers. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  special  schedules  were  also  sent  cut.  The  value 
of  the  time,  material,  and  travel  devoted  to  preparing  this  report  is 
equal  to  about  one-twelfth  of  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  division.

THE  RALEIGH,  N.  C,  "NEWS  AND  OBSERVER,"  issue  of  November  30,  1931, 
devotes  considerable  space  to  an  article  by  A.  S.  Crosby,  teacher  of  voca- 
tional agriculture  in  the  Cary  High  School,  describing  and  commending  the 
tobacco  grading  service  of  the  Bureau. 
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BUREAU  BREVITIES-  Continued. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MR.  OLSEN  TO  SECRETARY  HYDE  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1931,  is  now  available  in  printed  form.  In  his  opening 
remarks  Mr.  Olsen  states  in  part:  "Agriculture  has  felt  this  last  year  the 
full  impact  of  the  v/orld-v/ide  economic  depression.  *  *  *  As  the  causes  of 
the  present  situation  are  many,  so  are  the  avenues  of  solution.  It  is  a 
situation  thar  calls  for  far-reaching  adjustment  in  production  and  market- 
ing, in  credit,  taxation,  land  utilization,  and  in  State  and  National  poli- 
cies affecting  agriculture.  *  *  *  As  a  basis  for  action  there  must  be 
adequate  information  for  effective  planning.  ■*  *  *  The  activities  of  this 
bureau  are  directed  at  vital  segments  of  the  farm  problem.  There  is  scarce- 
ly an  economic  phase  of  agriculture  that  is  not  comprehended  in  its  ser- 
vices and  research."  Here  Mr.  Olsen  follows  with  a  brief  discussion  of  the 
separate  activities  of  the  bureau. 

THAT  THE  HOP  MARKET  NE7/S  SERVICE,  now  being  conducted  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  by  Charles  Hoffman,  of  the  Portland.  Oreg.,  office,  and  Frank  L.  Lyons, 
of  the  San  Francisco  office,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  is  valuable 
to  the  trade,  is  indicated  by  the  following  comment  from  a  large  hop  merchant 
in  New  York  City: 

"The  writer  has  been  in  the  hop  business  for  51  years  and  for  the 
first  time  in  ray  recollection  your  Bureau  has  issued  reports  which  correctly 
show  the  position  of  the  market,  current  transactions,  stocks  on  hand.  etc.
